JOSEPH  SMITH,  a:S   ASSASSIN. 

We  feel  it  our  duty  in  this  issue  to 
take  notice  of  three  Tracts  which  are 
being  liberally  distributed  in  Madras, 
and  Suburbs,  by  authority  of  the  Reli- 
gious Tract  Society  here. 

We  do  not  intend  noticing  all  the 
misrepresentations  and  falsehoods 
they  contain,  but  we  would  direct  the 
attention  of  our  readers  to  a  few,  that 
those  who  love  the  truth  may  judge 
h6w  far  the  general  tenor  of  such 
anonymous  productions  are  entitled  to 
credit. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  author,  af- 
ter having  collected  all  the  lies,  and 
misrepresentations  that  have  been 
published  against  God's  work  in  these 
last  days,  was  ashamed  of  his  own  do- 
ings, and  afraid  of  the  merited  infamy 
and  disgrace  which  an  exposure 
would  justly  entitle  him  to,  and  con- 
sequently withheld  his  name.  For 
instance,  the  author  says  in  Tract  No. 
600,  entitled  "  Is  Mormonism  True 
or  Not,"  on  page  7,  that  Joseph 
Smith  prophesied  that  Ex-Governor 
Boggs  of  Missouri,  his  old  enemy, 
should  die  within  one  year,  and  that 
he  hired  one  of  his  *'  Danite  band"  to 
fulfil  his  own  prophecy  by  murdering 
him,  and  because  of  this  a  mob  was 
so  exasperated  against  Smith  that  they 
broke  into  prison  and  shot  him  :  and 
on  page  21,  the  author  adds,  "the 
prophet's  barefaced  iniquity  in  this 
matter  wais  not  allowed  to  pass  unno- 


ticed  by  (he  authorities,  for  he  was 
apprehended  on  the  charge  of  con- 
spiring against  the  life  of  the  ex-go- 
vernor of  Missouri,  when  he  was  shot 
as  before  related." 

Now  for  the  facts  of  the  case.  Tiie 
prophet  Joseph  Smith  never  was  ap- 
prehended for  murdering  the  ex- 
goveriior  of  Missouri,  neither  was  the 
ex-governor  of  Missouri  referred  to, 
or  any  other,  ever  assassinated  by 
him  or  his  associates.  We  have  liv- 
ing witnesses  in  this  Presidency  who 
saw  Governor  Boggs,  the  official  al- 
luded to,  in  California  in  1847,  three 
years  after  the  martyrdom  of  the  pro- 
phet. And  in  1852,  when  we  were 
in  California,  ex-governor  Boggs  v.'as 
living  in  tliat  state,  and  for  aught  we 
know  he  is  still  prospering  in  his 
golden  speculations.  Any  person 
really  desiring  to  know  and  satisfy 
themselves  may  write  to  California 
and  ascertain  the  facts. 

Now,  how  is  it  that  a  religious 
body  of  men  can  be  accessory  to  the 
circulation  of  such  barefaced  false- 
hoods as  the  above  ?  How  is  it  that 
they  will  sanction  and  distribute  such 
libels  among  the  people  as  gospel 
truths,  and  as  a  part  of  their  duty  as 
christian  ministers  ?  Is  it  not  be- 
cause their  craft  is  in  danger,  and 
that  thfy  would  rather  believe  and 
circulate  a  lie  than  the  truth.  Com- 
mon honesty  and  a  humane  regard 
for  the  character  of  our  fellow-man, 
would  dictate  a  careful  investigation, 
before  engaging  in  an  enterprise  to 
calumniate,  and  circulate  such  gross 
and  criminal  charges  against  an 
honest,  upright  and  innocent  man. 

The  other  allegations  and  charges 
of  immorality  against  the  character 
of  Joseph  Smith  with  which  the 
Tracts  abound  are  as  titterly  untrue 
as  the  case  in  question  ;  but  we 
have  referred  to  this  particular  charge 
because  we  have  the  living  witnesses 
on  hand  to  prove  the  truth  of  what 
we  have  said. 

We  will  now  leave  Joseph  Smith 
and  his  character,  for  the  present,  in 
the  hands  of  God,  with  this  testimony 
that  he  was  a   virtuous  man  of  Grod, 
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true,  faithful  and  untiring  in  the  ser- 
vices of  his  Malccr.  But  says  Jesus 
"  if  tliey  have  c;illed  ilio  Muster  of 
the  house  Beelzebub,  how  much  more 
they  of  his  household."  And,  again, 
*'  blessed  are  ye  when  they  shall  per- 
secute you,  and  say  all  manner  of 
evil  against  you  falsely  for  my  sake 
and  ihe  gospel's ;  rejoice  and  be  ex- 
ceedingly glad,  for  great  is  your  re- 
ivard  in  heaven,  for  so  persecuted 
they  the  prophets  wbich  were  before 
you."

"  OUR.  RELIGION." 


After  giving  a  somewhat  imperfect 
account  of  the  beginning  of  the  reli- 
gion of  Jesus  Christ  on  page  3  of 
Tract  58S  the  author  says, 

"  Now  all  these  things  being  true  as 
"  morraoniles"  aclcnowledge  no  less  than 
others  professing  to  ba  Cliristiaii,  there  is  no 
diiBculty  ill  giving  a  straiglitforward  account 
of  the  beginning  of"  our  religion," 

Now,  whether  the  Author  is  an 
Episcoi)alian,  or  Presbyterian,  or 
Itoman,  or  a  Plymouth  brother  he 
does  not  inform  us,  and  we  are  there- 
tore  at  a  loss  to  know  which  of  these 
religions  he  identifies  with  the  reli- 
gion of  Jesus.  Perhaps  by  the  term 
"  Our  Pieligion"  he  embraces  in  his 
extensive  charity  all  of  these  clashing 
sects,  and  identifies  all  of  them  witli 
ibe  pure  religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 
This  WQ  consider  an  utterly  unfair 
position.  We  have  first  to  prove 
that  any  of  these  religions  is  the  reli- 
gion of  Christ  before  it  can  rationally, 
or  justly,  be  identified  as  one  with  it. 
We  are  prepared  to  say,  and  prove 
by  the  word  of  God, that  not  one  of  the 
religions  mentioned  is  the  religion  of 
Jesus  Christ,  but  a   corruption  of  it. 

Not  one  of  them,  save  the  Roman, 
can  give  even  a  shadow  of  evidence 
to  show  that  their  Churches  were  or- 
ganised either    by  the  Lord    himself; 


his  Aposths,  or  their  legal  succes- 
sors, and  unless  a  new  dispensation 
has  been  given  to  iheTn,  how  is  it 
that  the  writer  claims  an  identity 
for  any  of  these  systems  with  tlio 
religion  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
bis  Apostles.  On  the  same  principle 
of  reasoning,  which  the  author  refer- 
red to  adopt  to  sustain  the  divine  ori- 
gin of  the  ancient  christian  religion 
do  we  require  the  advocates  of  these 
multifarious  creeds  to  prove  the 
divine  origin  of  their  existence  bet'ore 
identifying  that  which  has  no  resem- 
bhince  to  the  religion  of  Jesus  with 
a  system  possessing  such  indubitable 
evidence  ofiis  heavenly  origin. 

Have  any  of  these  Churches,  Apos- 
tles and  Prophets,  Evangelists,  Pas- 
tors and  Teachers  qualified  to  teach 
by  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ?  Have 
they  the  various  gifts  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  former-day  Saints, 
such  as  the  word  of  wisdom,  the 
word  of  knowledge,  visions,  dreams, 
prophecy,  tongues,  and  the  interpre- 
tation  of  tongues,  healing!=,  niirachs, 
and  the  ministering  of  holy  Arigels. 
Do  they  preach  fjiiib,  repentance.'^and 
baptism  by  immersion  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins,  and  the  laying  on  of 
hatids  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy  ahosf. 

If  these  denominations  not  only  do 
not  possess  and  teach  these  thing?, 
but  actually  deny  them,  then  we  say 
that  the  claims  made  to  identify  these 
systems  with  the  religiou  of  Jesus  is 
a  most  unwarrantable  assumption, 
and  only  indicates  the  arrogance  of  the 
writer,  and  his  total  ignorance  of 
what  the  religiou  of  Jesus  Christ  was, 
and  is. 

V/e  would  like  some  of  the  learned 
divines  of  Madras  to  come  forward 
and  show  wherein  the  features  of 
their  systems  with  ancient  Chris- 
tianity hag  any  resemblance.  We 
confess  it  would  be  an  act  of  cha- 
rity in  them  to  show  us  wherein  the 
identity  consists,  as  it  was  for  the  lack 
of  such  information  that  we  were  led 
to  embrace  the  doctrines  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  We  will  agree  ifctt  that  if 
they  can  point  out  such  identity,  and 
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show  by  such  evidences  as  may  rea- 
soubbly  be  rtquirtd  that  any  of  their 
hysteins  had  a  div'me  origin,  we  will 
gladly  embrace  so  easy  a  way  of  get- 
ting to  heaven;  and  no  longer  go 
about  witiiout  purse  or  scrip  to  sus- 
lain  the  claims  of"  Mormonism"  to  a 
divine  origin.  God  certainly  would 
not  raise  up  tuo  Churches  to  con- 
tend for  each  others  overilKow,  We 
cannot  reconcile  the  distractions 
among  the  various  sects  wiih  the  uni- 
ty required  of  Christ's  disciples,  and 
therefore  hope  that  any  individual 
possessing  charity  sufficient  to  labor 
for  our  conversion,  will  not  attempt 
our  conversion  to  all  of  the  ?ects,  but 
only  to  that  one  which  may  be  deem- 
ed to  possess  the  evidences  which  we 
earnestly  desire  to  have  adduced. 

"Our  religion."  What  an  arro- 
gant assumption.  The  teachers  of 
the  I'eligion  of  Jesus  Christ  accom- 
plished their  missions  and  taught  the 
pe-'ple  without  purse  or  scrip.  Do 
the  ministers  of  the  denominations 
reft rred  to  follow  their  example,  or  do 
they  not  teach  for  hire  and  make 
merchandize  of  men's  souls.  Some 
may  be  doing  this  unconcious  of  what 
they  are  doing.  Do  they  claim  in- 
spiration, or  do  they  deny  it?  The 
teachers  of  ancient  Christianity  taught 
by  the  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  See 
1  Cor.  14  eh.  It  was  in  them  as  a 
epirit  of  prophesy,  revealing  things 
past,  present,  and  to  come.  And  this 
same  Holy  Ghost  is  promised  to  "  all 
that  are  afar  off,-  even  as  many  as  the 
Lord  our  God  shall  call."  See  Acts 
2—39. 

Do  not  the  ministers  of  that  spu- 
rious Christianity  now  existing  deny 
the  power  of  Godliness  such  as  the 
"  anointing"  or  **  unction"  from  on 
high,  by  which  the  ancient  saints 
were  taught,  and  in  consequence  of 
the  possession  of  which  they  were  so 
full  of  light  and  truth  that  John  said 
to  them  "ye  need  not  that  any  man 
teach  you."  Ist  John  2—27.  Where  is 
the  modern  church  that  is  so  richly 
endowed  ?  None  but  the  Saints  of 
God  ever  enjoyed  such  blessings,  and 
such  an  evidence  of  the  Divine  favor. 


Instead  of  modern  proftsjors  claim- 
ing an  identity  with  the  Religion  vi 
Jesus  Christ  would  it  not  be  more 
honest  at  ouce  to  acknowledge  their 
identity  with  those  vt'  whom  Paul 
says  "  that  they  will  not  endure  sound 
doctrine."  See  2  Tim.  4—3,  4.  More- 
over an  identification  with  the  mother 
of  Harlots  and  abomiiaiions  of  the 
earth,  and  with  ihe  "  Beast  full 
names  of  blasp!  amy"  whose  number 
was  to  be  six-hundred-ihree  score  and 
six  would  be  quite  a  natural  and  be- 
coming alliance. 

An  open  acknowledgment  to  this 
effect  would  relieve  n.ony  souls  from 
the  mystic  yoke  of  "  Babylon  the 
Great,"  and  exonerate  the  religion  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  from  the  ob- 
loquy of  the  distractions,  strifes,  and 
innumerable  corruptions  of  doctrine 
and  practice  that  is  such  a  disgrace  to 
the  Christianity  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. The  eyes  of  many  would  be 
opened  to  behold  the  Church  of  God 
coming,  through  the  restored  religion 
of  Jesus  Christ,  out  of  the  wilderness, 
fair  as  the  mooVi,  clear  as  the  sun,  and 
terrible  to  modern  sectarianism  as  an 
"  army  with  banners.'' 

DIVINE  AUTHOraTY. 

On  page  10  of  Tract  598  we  find 
these  sentiments  : — 

"  Since  Jesus  Christ  has  been  proved  to  be 
the  son  of  God  and  both  He  and  His  Apos- 
tles tell  us  in  the  strongest  words  that  de- 
ceivers will  arise,  there  is  every  reason  for 
suspecting  the  intelligence,  or  the  honesty  of 
auj  who  declares  to  us  that  he  has  received  a 
revelation  from  God.  On  this  clear  and  sim- 
ple ground  we  refuse  to   have  any    thing  to 

do  with    Mormoniem if  men  pretend 

that  they  come  to  us  with  divine  authority, 
with  the  same  authority  as  the  old  and  new 
Testaments,  it  is  our  duty,  and  for  our  safe- 
ty, to  cast  them  away  as  worse  thau  worth- 
less." 

It  may  be  for  the  safety  of  an  hire- 
ling priesthood  to  take  this  course 
and  reject  as  '•  worse  than  worthless" 
all  who  claim  divine  authority.  As 
for  us  we  only  know  of  two  kinds  ot 
authority  being  referred  to  in  the 
Bible,  as  pertaining  to  Priesthood. 
The  one  is  earthly,  sensual  and  de- 
vilish ;  and  the  oti  cr  is  heavenly  and 
Divine,    The  Priests  of  the  present 
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day,  according  to  the  sentiments  of 
the  above  extract,  deny  Divine  Au- 
Ihority  sucli  as  comes  from  God,  and 
consequently  are  acting  undrr  that 
other  kind  of  authority  epnkeu  of  in 
ihe  Bible,  wliich  is  ''earthly,  sensual, 
and  devilish."  This  latter  kind  of 
authority  corneth  not  from  above. 

While  making  these  frank,  open 
acknowledgments,  they  yet  [iractice 
the  mysterious  inconsistency  of  aciinji 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  O 
blind  inconsistency.  They  practically 
usurp  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  divine- 
ly authorised  servant  of  God,  while 
at  the  same  time  they  denounce  all  as 
impostors  who  claim  such  a  commis- 
sion. Cannot  their  hearers  perceive 
the  position  they  place  themselves  in. 
They  openly,  and  unsparingly,  de- 
nounce all  who  claim  such  authority 
aa  was  conferred  upon  Moses,  Aaron, 
Peter^  John,  Philip  or  Paul,  and  yet 
Ihny  act  ns  though  they  possessed  it. 
We  would  ask  who  commanded  them 
to  preach,  baptise,  and  administer  the 
sacrament  ?  They  must  either  have 
assumed  ilie  authority,  or  have  been 
called  by  God,  man  or  the  Devil.  In 
either  case  it  is  either  of  God,  and 
consequently  Divine,  or  "  earthly, 
sensual,  and  devilish.'"  We  are  bold 
to  say  that  the  authority  of  every  one 


art  my  son,  to-day  have  I  be^otte  \ 
Thee."  Again,  in  another  place  Faul 
says  concerning  Christ  that  He  wa-s 
''called  of  God  an  High  I'riest  af- 
ter the  order  of  Mslchisedec.  Si'e 
10  v. 

It  the  son  of  God  would  not  act  in 
mait'-rs  affecting  the  salvation  ofnian 
till  He  was  called,  ordained, and  \v-\'\ 
received  the  Melchisedcc  priesthood 
with  an  "  oath,"  how  jjresmnptuous 
and  arrogant  in  puny  mnn  it  is  to 
glorify  liimself.  Heb.  7— 21.

THE  RISE   OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Extracted  from  the  Book  of  Doctrine  and 
Covenants — Seciiou  2,  page  91 
"  1. — The  rise  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  in  these  last  days,  being  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thiriy 
years  since  the  coming  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jtsus  Christ  in  the  flesh, 
it  being  regularly  organised  and  esta- 
blished agreeably  to  the  laws  of  our 
country,  by  the  will  and  command- 
ments of  God,  in  the  fourth  month 
which  is  called  April  :  which  Com- 
mandments were  given  to  Joseph 
Smith,  junior,  who  vvas  called  of  God 
and  ordained  an  Apostle  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  be  the  first  elder  of  this 
Church  ;  and  to  Oliver  Cowdery,  who 


was  also  called  of  God  an  Apostle  of 
who  denies  divine  authority  is  from  I  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  the  second  elder  of 
beneath,   and   not    from    above  ;  we  |  this  Church,   and  ordained  under  his 


call  upon  the  people  to  look  into  this 
matter,  and  remember  while  they  re- 
ceive the  ordinances  from  such  hands 
it  will  avail  them  nothing.  A  true 
servant  of  God  never  denied  divine 
authority  such  as  is  contained  in  the 
Bible  but  earnestly  sought  after  and 
obtained  it.  Aaron  had  divine  autho- 
rity. He  was  called  of  God  by  re- 
Teiation  ;  And,  says  Paul  "  No  man 
takelh  this  honor  upon  himself  but 
he  thak  is  called  by  God  as  was 
Aaron."  Heb.  5 — 4,  and  he  proceeds 
to  show  that  divine  authority  is  equ- 
ally as  essential  under  the  gospel  as 
under  the  law  of  Moses,  and  says  5th 
verse  "  so  also  Christ  glorified  not 
himself  to  be  made  an  High  Priest ; 
but  He    that  said    unto  Him;  thou 


hand  :  and  this  according  to  the  grace 
of  oiu"  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
to  whom  be  all  glory  botli  now  and 
for  ever.     Amen. 

"  2 — After  it  was  truly  manifested 
unto  this  first  elder  that  he  had  re- 
ceived a  remission  of  his  sins  he  was 
entangled  again  in  the  vanities  of  the 
world  ;  but  after  repenting,  and  hum- 
bling himself,  sincerely,  through  faith, 
God  ministered  unto  him  by  an  holy 
Angel  whose  countenance  was  as 
lightning,  and  whose  garments  were 
pure  and  white  above  all  other  white- 
ness, and  gave  unto  him  Command- 
ments which  inspired  him,  and  gave 
him  power  from  on  high,  by  the 
means  which  were  before  prepared,  to 
translate  the  book  of  Mormon,  which 
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contains  a  record  of  a  fallen  people, 
and  the  fulness  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  Gentiios,  and  to  the  Jinvs 
also,  which  was  given  by  inspiration, 
and  is  confirmed  to  otliers  by  the  mi- 
nistering of  Angels,  and  is  declared 
ntito  the  world  by  them,  proving'  to 
tin;  world  that  the  holy  Scripture?  are 
(rue,  and  that  God  does  inspire  men 
and  call  them  to  his  holy  work  in  ihis 
age  and  generation,  as  well  as  in  ge- 
nerations of  old,  thereby  showing  that 
he  is  the  same  God  yesterday,  to-day, 
and  for  ever.     Amen. 

'*  3. — Therefore,  having  so  great 
witnesses,  by  them  shall  the  world  be 
judged,  even  as  many  as  shall  hereaf- 
ter come  to  a  knowledge  of  this  workj 
and  those  who  receive  it  in  faith  and 
work  righteousness,  shall  receive  a 
crown  of  eternal  life  ;  and  tiiose  who 
harden  their  hearts  in  unbelief  and 
reject  it,  it  shall  turn  to  their  own 
condemnation,  for  the  Lord  God  has 
spoken  it  ;  and  we,  the  elders  of  the 
Church,  have  heard  and  bear  witness 
to  the  words  of  the  glorious  majesty 
on  high,  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever 
and  ever.    Amen. 

"  4. — By  these  things  we  know 
that  there  is  a  God  in  heaven  who  is 
infinite  and  eternal,  from  everlasting 
to  everlasting  the  same  unchangeable 
God,  the  framer  of  heaven  and  earth 
and  all  things  which  are  in  them,  and 
that  he  created  man  male  and  female  ; 
after  his  own  image  and  in  his  own 
likeness  created  he  them,  and  gave 
unto  them  Commandments  that  they 
should  love  and  serve  him  the  only 
living  and  true  God,  and  that  he 
should  be  the  only  being  whom  they 
should  worship.  But  by  the  trans- 
gression of  these  holy  laws,  man  be- 
came sensual  and  devilish,  and  be- 
came fallen  man. 

"  5 — Wherefore  the  Almighty  God 
gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  as  it  is 
written  in  those  Scriptures  which  have 
been  given  of  him  ;  he  suffered  tempt- 
ations but  gave  no  heed  unto  them  ; 
he  was  crucified,  died,  and  rose  again 
the  third  day  ;  and  ascended  into 
heaven  to  sit  down  on  the  rightJiand 
of  the  Father,  to  reign  with  almighty 


power  according  to  the  will  of  the  Fa- 
ther, that  as  many  as  would  believe 
and  be  baptised,  in  liis  holy  name,  and 
endure  in  faith  to  the  CFjd  should  be 
saved  :  not  only  tliose  who  believed 
after  he  came  in  the  meridian  of  time 
in  the  flesh,  but  all  those  from  the 
beginning,  even  as  many  as  were  be- 
fore he  came,  wlio  believed  in  the 
words  of  the  holy  prophets,  who 
spake  as  they  were  inspired  by  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  who  truly 
testified  of  him  in  all  things,  should 
have  eternal  life,  as  well  as  those  who 
should  come  after,  who  should  be- 
lieve in  the  gifts  and  callings  of  God 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  beareth  re- 
cord of  the  Father,  awd  of  the  Son, 
which  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost 
are  one  God,  infinite  and  eternal, 
without  end.     Amen. 

**6 — And  we  know  that  all  men 
must  repent  and  believe  on  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  and  worship  the  Fa- 
ther in  his  name,  and  endure  in  faitii 
on  his  name  to  the  end,  or  they  can- 
not be  saved  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  we  know  that  justification 
through  ihe  grace  of  our  Lord  and  Sa- 
viour Jesus  Christ,  is  just  and  true  : 
And  we  know,  also,  that  sanctifica- 
tion  through  the  grace  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  is  ju«t  and 
true,  to  all  those  who  love  and  serve 
God  with  all  their  mights,  minds  and 
strength  ;  but  there  is  a  possibility 
that  man  may  fall  from  grace  and  de- 
part from  the  living  God.  Therefore 
let  the  Church  take  heed  and  pray  al- 
ways, lest  they  fall  into  temptations  : 
yea,  and  even  let  those  who  are  sanc- 
tified, take  heed  also.  And  we  know 
that  these  things  are  true  and  accord- 
ing to  the  revelations  of  John,  neither 
adding  to,  nor  diminishing  from  the 
prophecy  of  his  book,  the  holy  Scrip- 
tures, or  the  Revelations  of  God 
which  shall  come  hereafter  by  the  gift 
and  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
voice  of  God,  or  the  ministering  of 
Angels  ;  And  the  Lord  has  spoken 
it ;  and  honor,  power,  and  glory,  be 
rendered  to  his  holy  name,  both  now 
and  ever.     Amen." 

*'19— JEvery  member  of  theChurch 
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of  Christ  having  childron,  is  to  hnng 
them  unto  (lie  ol'Jcrs  before  tlie 
Church,  who  are  to  lay  their  hinds 
upon  lliem  inj  liiH  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  bless  them  in  his  name. 

"  20  —  No  one  can  be  r«;ceived  into 
the  Church  of  Christ  unless  he  has 
arrived  unto  the  years  of  account- 
ability before  God,  and  is  capable  of 
repentance. 

'■21 — Baptism  is  to  be  administered 
m  the  following  manner  unto  all  those 
who  repent  ;  — The  person  who  is 
called  of  God  and  has  authority  from 
Jesus  Christ  to  baptise,  shall  go  down 
into  the  water  with  the  per«on  who 
has  presented  him  or  herself  for  bap- 
tism, and  shall  say,  calling  him  or  her 
by  name  :  having  been  commissioned 
of  Jesus  Christ  I  baptise  you  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
;ind  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  Amen.  Then 
shall  *be  immerse  him  or  her  in  the 


water,    and   coma  forth  again  out  of 
the  water. 

*•  22 — It  is  expedient  that  tlie 
Church  meet  together  often  to  partake 
of  bread  and  wine  in  remembrance 
of  the  Lord  Jesus:  And  the  elder 
or  priest  shall  adrainiater  it :  And  af- 
ter this  manner  shall  he  administer  it : 
he  shall  kneel  with  the  Church  and 
call  upon  the  Father  in  solemn  prayer, 
saying,  0  God,  the  eternal  Father,  we 
ask  thee  in  the  name  of  thy  Son  Je- 
sus Christ  to  bless  and  sanctify  this 
bread  to  the  souls  of  all  those  who 
partake  of  it,  that  they  may  eat  in  re- 
membrance of  the  body  of  thy  Son, 
and  witness  unto  thee  0  God,  the 
eternal  Father,  that  they  are  willing 
to  take  upon  them  the  name  of  thy 
Son,  and  always  remember  hira'and 
keep  his  Commandments  which  ^he 
has  given  them,  that  they  may  al- 
ways have  his  Spirit  to  be  withjhem.

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THE  BOOK  OF  MORMON. 
As  mucli  inquiry  prevails  among 
the  people  in  regard  to  this  sacred  re- 
cord,  and  as  many  erroneous  notions 
are  entertained  iu  regard  to  its  origin, 
and  contents,  we  will  in  this  article 
give  a  brief  account  of  its  history,  and 
a  few  extracts  from  its  sacred  pages. 

In  the  first  place  we  observe  that  as 
the  Bible  is  a  record  of  the  house  of 
Israel  and  Judab,  so  the  book  of  Mor- 
mon ia  a  record  of  the  house  of  Jo- 
Bepii  and  other  remnants  of  the  house 
of  Israel.  See  Ezek.  37—15,  16,  17, 
18, 19. 

The  Lord  promised  through  Jacob, 
as  recorded  in  the  48th  eh.  of  Genesis, 
that  the  offspring  of  Joseph,  through 
the  lineage  of  Ephraim  and  Manas- 
seh,  should  become  a  multitude  of  na- 
tions ;  and  in  the  49th  of  Genesis  22d 
V. he  says  "Joseph  is  a  fruitful 
bough,  eren  a  fruitful  bough  by  a 
well  ;  whose  branches  run  over  the 
wall  ;"  by  which  comparisons  we  un- 
deratand  that  the  seed  of  Joseph  were 


daries  of  that  land,  and  settle  another 
country,    extending    to  the  "  utmost 
bounds  of  the  everlasting  hills :  agree- 
ably to  the  greater  blessing  of  Jacob 
when  God  Almighty  appeared  to  hira 
at   Luz,    and    blessed    hira.    Jacob 
says,  Gen.  49—26,  <*  the  blessings  of 
thy  father  have   prevailed    above  the 
blessings  of  my  progenitors  (Abraham 
and  Isaac)  unto  the  utmost    bounda 
of  the  everlasting  hills  :  ihey  shall  be 
on  the  head    of  Joseph,   and   on  the 
crown   of  the  head    of  him  that  was 
separate  from  his  brethren."  We  have 
here  an  exclusive  blessing  in  relation 
to  territory,  greater   than    the  bless- 
ings of  Abraham  and  Isaac,  specially 
given  to  Joseph,  that  extended  to  the 
"  utmost    bounds   of  the    everlasting 
hills.     These    two  quotations,    taken 
in  connexion  show,  first,  that  the  seed 
of  Joseph  was  to  become  not  only  a 
multitude  of  people,  but  a  multitude 
of  nations;    and,    second,    that    the 
blessing    Jacob    received  from  God 
Almighty  in  regard  to    territory  was 


to  be  very   numerous,  and    were  not  I  greater  than  the  blessings  of  his  pro 
to  be  confined  to  (he  land  of  Canaan,    genetors,  Araham  and  Isaac, 
the   promised  land  to  Abraham  and        Now  the  questions  arise  where,  and 
Isaac,  but  were  to  go  over  the  boun.  I  in  what  manner,  have  these  prophesies 
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been  fulfilled  ?  Searcli  the  continents 
of  Asia,  Africa,  and  Europe,  and 
where  do  we  find  a  multitude  of  na- 
tions  of  the  lineage  of  Joseph  ?  No- 
w^here  on  those  Continents  are  they  to 
be  found.  Let  us  pass  on  to  America 
and  what  do  we  there  find  ?  We 
there  find  among  the  aboriginal  in- 
habitants a  multitude  of  nations,  ail 
evidently  of  the  same  origin.  But 
how  shall  we  determine,  says  the  in- 
quirer, whether  they  are  of  the  seed 
of  Joseph,  or  of  some  other  lineajjR  ? 
Have  they  any  records  to  shew  their 
genealogy  ?  They  have  not  now  in 
their  possession  ;  but  they  have  tra- 
dition3  among  them  by  which  we 
are  informed  that  their  fathers  once 
had  a  sacred  record,  and  that,  when 
it  was  in  their  possession  they  were 
a  highly  favored  people  of  the  Lord. 
This  however  is  not  satisfactory,  as 
their  traditions  may  be  either  false 
or  true.  How  then  shall  we  deter- 
mine their  lineage  ?  Isaiah,  in  the 
6l8t  ch.  9th  verse  says,  "  and  their 
seed  shall  be  known  among  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  their  offspring  araong 
the  people,"  and  in  the  29th  ch. 
I8th  v.  the  same  prophet  says  "  and 
in  that  day  shall  the  deaf  hear  the 
words  of  the  Book,  and  the  eyes  of 
the  blind  shall  see  out  of  obscurity, 
and  out  of  darkness.  The  meek  also 
shall  increase  their  joy  in  the  Lord, 
and  the  poor  among  men  shall  rejoice 
in  the  Holy  one  of  Israel There- 
fore thus  saith  the  Lord,  whojredeem- 
ed  Abraham,  concerning  the  house  of 
Jacob,  Jacob  shall  not  now  be  asham- 
ed,  neither  shall  his  face  now  wax 
pale.  But  when  he  seeth  his  chil- 
dren, the  work  of  mine  hands  in  the 
midst  of  him,  they  shall  sanctify  my 
name,  and  sanctify  the  Holy  one  of 
Jacob,  and  shall  fear  the  God  of 
Israel.  They  also  that  erred  in  spirit 
shall  come  to  understanding,  and  they 
that  murmured  shall  learn  doctrine." 
From  these  two  passages  we  learn 
that  when  the  seed  of  Jacob  is  known 
among  the  gentiles  a  book  is  to  come 
forth.  This  Book  is  to  accomplish 
great  things  for  the  house  of  Jacob, 
it  is  a  record  of  their  fathers,  and  has 


come  forth  by  the  power,  and  faith- 
fulness of  God,  making  known  tlie 
genealogy  of  the  nations  referred  lo 
on  the  American  continent ;  and  that 
ihe  Lord  hath  fulfilled  the  promises 
made  to  Jacob  that  his  seed  should 
become  a  multitude  of  nations,  and 
that  they  sliould  inhabit  the  utmost 
bounds  of  the  everlasting  hills. 

The  Book  of  Mormon — the  record 
of  the  house  of  Joseph — was  written 
by  a  prophet  named  Mormon,  on  the 
American  continent,  over  fourteen 
liundreds  years  ago,  by  commandment 
of  the  Lord.  It  is  an  abridgement  of 
the  Record  of  the  Nephites  and  La- 
manites,  who  were  led,  by  direction  of 
God,  from  Jerusalem  to  ihe  American 
continent  about  600  years  before  the 
birth  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesui 
(Christ,  It  also  contains  an  abridge- 
ment of  the  iiecord  of  the  people  of 
Jared,  who  were  led  by  a  prophet  of 
God  from  the  Tower  of  Babel,  at  the 
time  the  language  of  the  people  was 
confounded,  to  the  continent  of  Ame- 
rica. We  read  in  Gen.  11 — 8  that  at 
that  time  the  Lord  scattered  the  peo- 
ple abroad  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
earth,  America  not  excepted,  and 
the  people  of  Jared  being  righteous, 
the  Lord  directed  them  to  a  land, 
choice  above  all  other  lands,  and  there 
revealed  unto  them  his  will.  We 
will  here  give  an  extract  from  the  title 
page  of  this  book  which  will  briefly 
show  the  nature  of  its  contents,  and 
the  designs  of  God  in  now  bringing 
it  to  light. 

*'An  account  written  by  the  hand  of 
Mormon  upon  plates  taken  from  the 
plates  of  Nephi  :  — 

"  Wherefore  it  is  an  abridgement  of  the 
record  of  the  people  of  Nephi,  and  also  of 
the  Lamanites  ;  written  to  the  Lamaoites, 
who  are  a  remnant  of  the  house  of 
Israel ;  and  also  to  Jew  and  Qentile  : 
written  by  way  of  Commandment,  and 
also  by  the  spirit  of  prophecy  and  of 
revelation.  Written,  and  sealed  up,  and 
hid  up  unto  the  Lord,  that  they  might  not 
be  destroyed  ;  to  come  forth  by  the  gift 
and  power  of  God  unto  the  interpretation 
thereof :  sealed  by  the  band  of  Moroni,  and 
hid  up  unto  the  Lord,  to  come  forth  in  due 
time  by  the  way  of  Gentile  ;  the  interpre- 
tation  thereof  by  the  gift  of  Qod. 
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"  An  abridgment  taken  from  the  book 
of  Ether  ;  also,  whicli  is  a  record  of  the 
people  of  Jared  ;  who  were  scattered  at 
the  time  the  Lord  confounded  the  language 
of  the  people  when  they  were  building  a 
tower  to  get  to  heaven  :  which  is  to  shew 
unto  the  remnant  of  the  house  of  Israel 
what  great  things  the  Lord  hath  done  for 
their  fathers;  and  that  they  may  know  the 
covenants  of  the  Lord,  that  they  are  not 
cast  off  for  ever  ;  and  also  to  the  convinc- 
ing of  the  Jew  and  Gentile  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  the  Eternal  Ood,  manifesting 
himself  unto  all  nations.  And  now  if  there 
are  faults,  they  are  the  mistakes  of  men  ; 
wherefore  condemn  not  the  things  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  found  spotless  at  the  judg- 
ment seat  of  Christ." 

"  Translated  by  Joseph  Smith,  Jun/' 

The  designs  of  God  in  causing  Mo- 
roni, the  son  of  the  prophet  Mormon, 
to  hide  up  this  record,  and  in  now, 
through  the  prophet  Joseph  Smith, 
bringing  it  to  light,  are  clearly  eet 
forth  in  the  above  extracts.  In  the 
first  place  it  is  to  show  unto  those 
remnants  of  the  house  of  Israel  now 
living   what  great   things    God  hath 


Apostles  of  our  Lord  testified  of  his 
resurrection  and  that  he  was  seen  of 
them  forty  days.speaking  of  the  things 
pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
and  that  he  then  led  them  out  as  far 
as  to  Bethany,  was  there  parted  from 
them,  ascended  up  unto  heaven,  and 
a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their 
sight.  This  was  part  of  their  testi- 
mony, but  it  was  not  believed. 

This  infidelity  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  through  false  teachers 
denying  to  the  believer  of  his  doctrine 
the  only  infallible  evidence  of  its  di- 
vinity. Jesus  said  to  his  apostles 
"  These  signs  shall  follow  them  that 
believe ;  in  my  name  shall  they  cast 
out  devils  ;  they  shall  speak  with  new 
tongues  ;  they  shall  take  up  serpents  ; 
and  if  they  drink  any  deadly  thing,  it 
shall  not  hurt  them  ;  they  shall  lay 
hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  re- 
cover." But  an  infidel  race  of  teach- 
ers that  have  since  sprung  up  deny  the 
power  of  godliness,  (2d  Tim.  3—1,  5) 
— deny  the  promises  of  Christ — and 


done  for  their  fathers;  second,that  they    thus  the   world,  instead  of  regarding 
m^ay  know  thecovenarUsand  promises   them  as  a  set  of  impostors,  have  de- 

j  ^.^^  ^^^  divinity  of  Christ,  and  the 
heavenly  origin  of  his  religion.  These 
are  some  of  the  awful  consequences 
of  false  teaching.  But  God  in  his 
mercy  and  faitltfulness,  hath  again 
restored  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
in  its  purity  and  fulness,  as  contained 
in  the  book  of  Mormon,  with  the  signs 
following  the  believer ;  and  thus  the 
divinity  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
power  of  his  religion  is  maintained, 
false  teachers  are  put  to  shame,  and 
the  mouth  of  infidelity  closed.  Jesus 
said  "  my  doctrine  is  not  mine,  but 
His  that  sent  me.  l{  ani/  man  will 
do  His  will,  he  shall  know  of  the 
doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  God,  or 
whether  I  speak  of  myself."  John 
7-16,17. 

Again  the  book  of  Mormon  is  well 
calculated  to  convince  Jew  and  Gen- 
tile that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  very 
Eternal  God,  because  it  proves  the 
certainty  of  his  ressurreetion.  He 
told  his  disciples  •'  other  sheep  I  have 
which  are  not  of  this  fold  (Judea)  them 
also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear 
my  voice  j  and  there  shall  be  one  fold 


of  the  Lord  to  themselves,  for  we 
read  in  Ezekiel  37th  chapter,  that 
when  the  Lord  unites  the  record  of 
Joseph  with  the  record  of  Judah,  the 
events  that  follow  are  the  gathering 
of  the  house  of  Israel  and  the  house 
of  Judah  to  their  own  lands  y  third, 
that  both  Jew  and  Gentile  may  be 
convinced  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ, 
the  Eternal  God^  manifesting  himself 
unto  all  nations. 

The  reader  may  enquire  in  what 
way  will  this  record  convince  both 
Jew  and  Gentile  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ,  the  Eternal  God  ?  We  an- 
swer that  there  is  much  infidelity 
abroad  in  the  earth  among  both  Jew 
and  Gentile.  The  Jews  do  not  be- 
lieve that  Jesns  Christ  was  raised  from 
the  dead  by  the  power  of  God,  but  to 
this  day  believe  the  lie  invented  by 
the  Pharisees,  viz.  *' that  his  disciples 
stole  him  away  while  we  slept,'*  this, 
those  wicked  hypocrites,  put  into  the 
mouths  of  the  soldiers  who  guarded 
the  tomb  where  he  lay,  and  the  conse- 
quence is  that  their  children  have 
ever  since  denied  his  divinity.    The 
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and  one  Shepherd*'  John  10 — 16. 
Agreeably  to  this  Jesus  manifested 
himself  to  his  other  sheep  on  the 
American  continent,  after  his  resur- 
rection, and  demonstrated  to  tliem, 
fcind  to  all  who  believe  their  testimony, 
that  he  is  the  very  eternal  son  of  God, 
"  manifesting  himself  unto  all  na- 
tions," 

An  extract  I  will  now  give  from 
the  book  of  Mormon,  giving  an  ac- 
count of  this  glorious  manifestation  of 
himself  to  his  people,  on  the  American 
continent,  and  the  terrible  destructions, 
and  darl^ness  over  the  whole  land 
which  preceded  it.  We  quote  from 
the  506th  page  of  the  first  European 
edition. 

"  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that 
according  to  our  record,  and  we  know 
our  record  to  be  true,  for  behold,  it 
W38  a  just  man  who  did  keep  the  re- 
cords ;  for  he  truly  did  many  mira- 
cles in  the  name  of  Jesus;  and  there 
was  not  any  man  who  could  do  a 
miracle  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  save  he 
were  cleansed  every  whit  from  his 
iniquity.  And  now  it  came  to  pass, 
if  there  was  no  mistake  made  by  this 
man  in  the  reckoning  of  our  time,  the 
thirty  and  third  year  had  passed  away, 
and  the  people  began  to  look  with 
great  earnestness  for  the  sign  which 
had  been  given  by  the  prophet  Sa- 
muel, the  Lamanite ;  yea  for  the  time 
that  there  should  be  darkness  for  the 
space  of  three  days  over  the  face  of 
the  land.  And  there  began  to  be 
great  doubtings  and  disputations 
among  the  people,  notwithstanding  so 
many  signs  had  been  given. 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirty 
and  fourth  year,  in  the  first  month, 
in  the  fourth  day  of  the  month,  there 
arose  a  great  storm,  such  an  one  as 
nevpr  had  been  known  in  all  the  land  ; 
and  there  was  also  a  great  and  terrible 
tompesfc  ;  and  there  was  terrible 
thunder,  insomuch  that  it  did  shake 
the  whole  earth  as  if  it  was  about  to 
divide  asunder  ;  and  there  were  ex- 
ceeding sharp  lightnings,  such  as 
never  hnd  been  known  in  all  the  land. 
And  the  city  ofZaraherala  did  take 
fire  ;  and   the  city  of    Moroni    did 


sink  into  the  depths  of  the  sea,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  were  drowned  ; 
and  the  earth  was  carried  i\p  upon  the 
city  of  Moroninh,  that  in  the  place 
of  the  city  thfroof,  there  became  a 
great  monnhiin  ;  and  there  was  a  great 
and  terrible  destruction  in  the  land 
southward.  But  behold,  there  was  a 
more  great  and  terrible  destruc- 
tion in  the  land  northward  :  for 
behold,  the  whole  face  of  the  laad 
was  ehaHged,  because  of  the  tem- 
pest, and  the  whirlwinds,  and  the 
thunderings,  and  the  lightnings, 
and  the  exceeding  great  quaking 
of  the  whole  earth  j  and  the  high- 
ways were  broken  up,  and  the  level 
roads  were  spoiled,  and  many  smooth 
places  became  rough,  and  many  great 
and  notable  Cities  were  sunk,  and 
many  were  burned,  and  many  were 
shook  till  the  buildings  thereof  Iiad 
fallen  to  the  earth,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  were  slain,  and  the  places 
were  left  desolate  ;  and  there  were 
some  Cities  which  remained  ;  but  the 
damage  thereof  was  exceeding  great, 
and  there  were  many  in  them  who 
were  slain  ;  and  there  were  some  who 
were  carried  away  in  the  whirlwind  ; 
and  whether  they  went  no  man  know- 
eth,  save  they  know  they  were  carried 
away  ;  and  thus  the  face  of  the  whole 
earth  became  deformed,  because  of 
the  tempest,  and  the  thunderings, 
and  the  lightnings,  and  the  quaking 
of  the  earth.  And  behold,  the  rocks 
were  rent  in  twain  ;  they  were  brokea 
up  upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth, 
insomuch  that  they  were  found  in 
broken  fragments,  and  in  seams,  and 
in  cracks,  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
land. 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  whea 
the  thunderings,  and  the  lightnings, 
and  the  storm,  and  the  tempest,  and 
the  quackings  of  the  earth  did  cease— 
for  behold,  they  did  last  for  about  the 
space  of  three  hours  ;  and  it  was  said 
by  some  that  the  time  was  greater; 
nevertheless,  all  these  great  and  ter- 
rible things  were  done  in  about  the 
space  of  three  hours  ;  and  then  be- 
hold, there  was  darkness  upon  the 
face  of  the  land. 
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"And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was 
thick  darkness  upon  all  the  f;ice  of  the 
land,  insomuch  that  the  inhabitants  there- 
of who  had  not  fallen  could  feel  the  vapor 
of  darkness  ;  and  there  could  be  no  light 
because  of  the  darkness,  neither  candles, 
neither  torches,  neither  could  there  be  fire 
kindled  with  their  fine  and  exceeding  dry 
wood,  so  that  there  could  be  no  light  at 
all  ;  and  there  was  not  any  light  seen, 
neither  fire,  nor  glimmer,  neither  the  sun, 
nor  the  moon,  nor  the  stars,  for  so  great 
were  the  mists  of  darkness  which  were 
upon  the  face  of  the  land. 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  it  did  last  for 
the  space  of  three  days,  that  there  was  no 
light  seen  ;  and  there  was  great  mourning, 
and  howling,  and  weeping  among  all  the 
people  continually  ;  yea,  great  were  the 
groanings  of  the  people,  because  of  the 
darkness  and  the  great  destruction  which 
had  come  upon  them.  And  in  one  place 
they  were  heard  to  cry,  saying,  O  that  we 
had  repented  before  this  great  and  terrible 
day,  and  then  would  our  brethren  have 
been  spareJ,  and  they  would  not  have  been 
burned  in  that  great  city  Zaraherala.  And 
in  another  place  they  were  heard  to  cry 
and  mourn,  saying,  O  that  we  had  repent- 
ed before  this  great  and  terrible  day,  and 
had  not  killed  and  stoned  the  prophets, 
and  cast  them  out  :  then  would  our 
mothers,  and  our  fair  daughters,  and  our 
children  have  been  spared,  and  not  have 
been  burned  up  in  that  great  city  Moroni- 
hah  :  and  thus  were  the  bowlings  of  the 
people  great  and  terrible. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  a 
voice  heard  among  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  earth  upon  all  the  face  of  this  land, 
crying.  Wo,  wo,  wo  unto  this  people  ;  wo 
unto  the  iuh-.ibitauts  of  the  whole  earth, 
except  they  shall  repent,  for  the  devil 
laugheth,  and  his  angels  rejoice,  because  of 
the  slain  of  the  fair  sons  and  daughters  of 
my  people  ;  and  it  is  because  of  their 
■iniquity  and  abominations  that  they  are 
fallen.  Behold,  that  great  city  Zarahem- 
la  have  I  burned  with  fire,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof.  And  behold,  that  great 
city  Moroni  have  I  caused  to  be  sunk  in 
the  depths  of  the  sea,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  to  be  drowned.  And  behold,  that 
great  city  Moronihah  have  I  covered  with 
earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  hide 
their  iniquities  and  their  abominations 
from  before  my  face,  that  the  blood  of  the 
prophets  and  the  saints  shall  not  come  any 
more  unto  me  against  them.  And  behold, 
the  city  of  Gilgal  have  I  caused  to  be  sunk, 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  to  be  buried 
up  in  the  depths  of  the  earth  :  yea,  and  the 
city  Oaihab,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 


and  the  city  of  Mocum,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  and  waters  have  I 
caused  to  come  up  in  the  stead  thereof,  to 
hide  their  wickedness  and  abominations 
from  before  my  face,  that  the  blood  of  the 
prophets  and  of  the  saints  shall  not  come 
up  any  more  unto  me  against  them,  And 
behold,  the  city  of  Gadiandi,  and  the  city 
of  Gadiomnah,  and  the  city  of  Jacob,  and 
the  city  of  Gimgimno,  all  these  have  I 
caused  to  be  sunk,  and  made  hills  and  val- 
leys in  the  places  thereof,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof  have  I  buried  up  in  the 
depths  of  the  earth,  to  hide  their  wicked- 
ness and  abominations  from  before  ray 
face,  that  the  blood  of  the  prophets  and 
the  saints  should  not  come  any  more  unto 
me  against  them.  And  behold,  that  great 
city  Jacobugath  which  was  inhabited  by 
the  people  of  the  king  of  Jacob,  have  I 
caused  to  be  burned  with  fire,  because  of 
their  sins  and  their  wickedness  which  was 
above  all  the  wickedness  of  the  whole 
earth,  because  of  their  secret  murders  and 
combinations  ;  for  it  was  they  that  did 
destroy  the  peace  of  my  people  and  the 
government  of  the  land  :  therefore  I  did 
cause  them  to  be  burned  to  destroy  them 
from  before  my  face,  that  the  blood  of  the 
prophets  and  the  saints  should  not  come 
up  unto  me  any  more  against  them.  And 
behold,  the  city  of  Laman,  and  the  city  of 
Josh,  and  the  city  of  Gad,  and  the  city  of 
Kishkumeu,  have  I  caused  to  be  burned 
with  fire,  and  the  inhabitants,  because  of 
their  wickedness  in  casting  out  the  pro- 
phets, and  stoning  those  whom  I  did  send 
to  declare  unto  them  concerning  theic 
wickedness  and  their  abominations  ;  and 
because  they  did  cast  them  all  out,  and 
there  were  none  righteous  among  them,  I 
did  send  down  fire  and  destroy  them,  that 
their  wickedness  and  their  abominations 
might  be  hid  from  before  my  face,  that  the 
blood  of  the  prophets  and  the  saints  whom 
I  sent  unto  them,  might  not  cry  unto  me 
from  the  ground  against  them ;  and  many 
great  destructions  have  I  caused  to  come 
upon  this  land,  and  upon  this  people,  be- 
cause of  their  wickedness  and  their  abomi- 
nations. 

"O  all  ye  that  are  spared,  because  ye  were 
more  righteous  than  they,  will  ye  not  now  re- 
turn unto  me,  and  repent  of  your  sins,  and  be 
converted  that  I  may  heal  you?  yea,  Tsrily  I 
say  unto  you,  if  ye  will  come  unto  me,  ye  shall 
have  eternal  life.  Behold,  mine  arm  of  mercy 
is  extended  towards  you,  and  whosoever  will 
come,  him  will  I  receive ;  and  blessed  are 
those  who  come  unto  me.  Behold,  I  am  JesuB 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  I  created  the  heavens 
and  the  earth,  and  all  things  that  in  them  are. 
I  was  with  the  Father  from  the  beginning.  I 
am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me,  and 
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in  me  hath  the  Father  glorified  his  name. 
I  came  unto  my  own,  and  my  own  received 
me  not.  And  the  Scriptures  concerning  my 
coming  are  fulfilled.  And  as  many  as  have 
received  me,  to  them  have  I  given  to  become 
the  sons  of  God  ;  and  even  so  will  1  to  as 
many  as  shall  believe  on  my  name,  for  behold. 


cease,  and  all  the  tumultuous  noises  did  pass 
away,  and  the  earth  did  cleave  together  again,

And  it  was  the  more 
righteous  part  of  the  people  who  were  saved, 
and  it  was  they  who  received  the  prophets,  and 
stoned  them  not ;  and  it  was  they  who  had  not 
shed  the  blood  of  the  saints,  who  were  spared  ; 
and  they  were  spared,  and  were  not  sunk  and 
buried  up  in  the  earth ;  and  they  were  not 
drowned  in  the  depths  of  theses;  and  they 
were  not  burned  by  fire,  neither  were  they  fall- 
en upon  and  crushed  to  death ;  and  they  were 
not  carried  away  in  the  whirlwind  ;  neither 
were  they  overpowered  by  the  vapor  of  smoke 
and  darkness.  And  now  whoso  readeth,  let 
him  understand;  he  that  hath  the  scriptures, 
let  him  search  them,  and  see  and  behold  if  all 
these  deaths  and  destructions  by  fire,  and  by 
smoke,  and  by  tempests,  and  by  whirlwinds, 
and  by  the  opening  of  the  earth  to  receive 
them,  and  all  these  things,  are  not  unto  the 
fulfilling  of  the  prophecies  of  many  of  the  holy 
prophets.

And  whoso  cometh 
UP  o  1  e  with  a  broken  heart  .nud  a  contrite 
jpirit,  him  will  I  baptise  with  fire  and  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  even  as  the  Lamanites,  because 
of  their  faith  in  me,  at  the  time  of  their  cou- 
Tersion,  were  baptised  with  fire  and  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  they  knew  it  not.  Behold. 
I  have  come  into  the"  world  to  bring  redemp- 
tion into  the  world,  to  save  the  world  from  sin  : 
therefore  whoso  repenteth  and  cometh  unto 
me  as  a  little  child,  him  will  I  receive  :  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Behold,  for  such 
I  have  laid  down  my  life,  and  have  taken  it  up 
again  ;  therefore  repent,  and  come  unto  me  ye 
ends  of  the  earth,  and  be  saved. 

"  And  now  behold  it  came  to  pass  that  all 
the  people  of  the  land  did  hear  these  sayings  : 
and  did  witness  of  it.  And  after  these  say- 
ings there  was  silence  in  the  land  for  the 
space  of  many  hours ;  for  so  great  was  the  as 


tonishment  of  the  people  that  they  did  cease  j  aj^o  testified  concerning  a  remnant  of  the  seed 


lamenting  and  howling  for  the  loss  of  their 
kindred  which  had  been  slain  :  therefore 
there  was  silence  in  all  the  land  for  the  space 
of  many  hours. 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  came  a

And  again,  how  oft  would  1  have  gather- 
ed vou  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens  under 
herwings;  yea,  O  ye  people  of  the  house  of 
Israel,  who  have  fallen  ;  yea,  O  ye  people  of 
the  house  of  Israel ;  ye  that  dwell  at  Jerusa- 
lem, as  ye  that  have  fallen;  yea,  how  oft  would 
I  have  gathered  you  as  a  hen  gathereth  her 
chickens,  and  ye  would  not,  O  ye  house  of  Is- 
rael, whom  I  have  spared,  how  oft  will  I  ga- 
ther you  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens  un- 
der her  wings,  if  ye  will  repent  and  return  un- 
to me  with  full  purpose  of  heart.  But  if  not, 
O  house  of  Israel,  the  places  of  your  dwellings 
shall  become  desolate,  until  the  time  of  the 
fulfilling  of  the  covenants  to  your  fathers. 

"  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  peo- 
ple liad  heard  these  words,  behold  they  began 
to  weep  and  howl  again,  because  of  the  loss  of 
their  kindred  and  friends.  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  thus  did  the  three  days  pass  away.  And 
it  was  in  the  morning,  and  the  darkness  dis- 
persed from  off  the  face  of  the  land,  and  the 
earth  did  cease  to  tremble,  and  the  rocks  did 
cease  to  rend,  aad  the  dreadful  groauings  did 


of  Joseph.  And  behold,  are  not  we  a  remnant 
of  the  seed  of  Joseph  ?  And  these  things 
which  testify  of  us,  are  they  not  written  npoa 
the  plates  of  brass  which  our  father  Lehi 
brought  out  of  Jerusalem  ?  And  it  came  to 
pass  that  in  the  ending  of  the  thirty  and  fourth 
year,  behold  I  will  shew  unto  you  that  the 
people  of  Nephi  who  were  spared,  and  also 
those  who  had  been  called  Lamanites,  who 
had  been  spared,  did  have  great  favors  shewn 
unto  them,  and  great  blessings  poured  out 
upon  their  heads,  insomuch  that  soon  after 
the  asceHsion  of  Christ  into  heaven,  he  did 
truly  manifest  himself  unto  them:  shewing 
his  body  unto  them,  and  ministering  unto 
them  ;  and  an  account  of  his  ministry  shall  ba 
?iven  hereafter.  Therefore  for  this  time 
I  make  an  end  of  my  sayings," 

Let  not  the  reader  marvel  at  these 
things,  but  rather  rejoice  that  the 
same  Saviour  who  appeared  to  hia  dis- 
ciples on  the  eastern  continent  after  hia 
resurrection,  and  who,  also,  after  his 
ascension  into  heaven  appeared  to  hia 
servant  John  on  the  Isle  of  Patmos, 
appeared  also  to  a  remnant  of  the 
house  of  Joseph  on  the  western  con- 
tinent. Rejoice  that  the  record  of 
that  people  has  now  come  forth,  out 
of  the  earth,  through  the  ministry  of 
an  holy  Angel. 
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DIVINE    AUTHORITY. 

(Continued.) 
We  see  that  Jesus  did  not  act  with- 
out divine  auihorify  ;  neither  did  his 
disciples.  He  called  together  the 
twelve  and  ordained  them,  see  Luke 
()-13.  And  he  says,  John  lo-lG,  *'  ye 
have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen 
you,  and  ordained  you.''  And  we  find 
that  oihers,  also,  submitted  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  divine  callino^,  and  ordina- 
tion. See  the  case  of  the  seven  dea- 
cons. Acts  6-5,  6.  And  of  Paul  Acts 
13-1,  2,  3  ;  also  of  Timothy  who  was 
ordained  by  prophecy  and  the  laying 
on  of  the  hands  of  the  Presbetery.  J 
Tim.  4— 14. 

But  there  were  some  both  under  the 
dispensations  of  Moses  and  Christ  who 
like  modern  divines  despised  divine 
authority.  Korah,  Dathan,  and  Abi- 
ram  with  two  hundred  and  fifty  prin- 
ces of  the  assembly,  famous  in  the  con- 
gregation, men  of  renown,  gathered 
themselves  together,  against  Moses 
and  against  Aaron,  and  said  unto  tliem 
'*  ye  take  too  much  upon  you,  seeing 
all  the  congregation  are  holy,  every 
one  of  them,  and  the  Lord  is  among 
them  :  wherefore  then  lift  ye  up  your- 
selves above  the  congregation  of  the 
Lord.  Num.  16-1,  2,  3.  These  decla- 
rations were  no  doubt  gratifying  to 
the  spiritual  pride  of  those  who  sought 
for  power  and  usurpation.  But  what 
did  the  Lord  say  to  such  selfrighteous 
usurpers  ?  He  commanded  Moses  and 
Aaron  and  said  (21  v.)  "  separate  your- 
selves from  among  this  congregation 
that  I  may  consume  them  in  a  mo- 
ment."   And  the  earth  opened 

her  mouth  and  swallowed  them  up, 
and  their  houses,  and  all  the  men  that 
appertained  to  Korah,  and  all  their 
goods.  They  and  all  that  appertained 
to  them  went  down  alive  into  the  pit, 
and  the  earth  closed  upon  them,  and 
they  perished  from  among  the  congre- 
gation :  and  all  Israel  that  were  round 
about  them  fled  at  the  cry  of  them  : 
for  they  said  lest  the  earth  swallow  us 
up  also.  And  there  came  out  a  fire 
from  the  Lord  and  consumed  the  250 
men  that  offered  incense."  Thrnk  of 
this  ye  Priests  who  despise  diving  au- 


thority, and  let  it  be  an  everlasting 
warning  to  you.  The  day  will  come 
when  God  will  make  manifest  your  pre- 
sumption and  folly,  as  he  did  their's, 
uidess  ye  repent  and  cease  to  adminis- 
ter in  His  name. 

I    will  refer    you,  also,   to    some 
*'  makers  of  sects"   under  the    Chris- 
tian    dispensation   who     lived  about 
the  time  the  Apostacy  began.     Jude 
says    "  these    filthy  dreamers    defile 
the    flesh,    despise    dominion,     and 
are   not  afraid  to  speak  evil  of  dig- 
nities."     In    their  self-righteousness 
they  despised  the  legal  authority  or- 
dained   by   God  under   the    Gospel, 
which    consisted    of  Apostles,     Pro- 
phets, Evangelists,  Pastors,  Teachers, 
Deacons,   Helps,  and    Grovernments  : 
And  failed  not  to  establish  a  priest- 
hood, and  denominations  of  their  own. 
Jude  says  concerning  such  characters 
"  these  be  they  who  separate   them- 
selves, sensual,  having  not  the  Spirit." 
According  to  another  translation  equ- 
ally as  good,  this  l9th  verse  of  Jude's 
epistle  reads  thus,  "  these  be  makers 
of  sects,  sensual,  having  not  the  Spi- 
rit."    So  we  see  the  order  of  denomi- 
national distinctions,  sects  and  parties, 
as  now  existing  in  Christendom,   had 
its  origin  as  early  as  the  days  of  Jude. 
The    sects    have   multiplied   and   in- 
creased ever  since,  and  the  distracted 
condition   of   Christendom  at  the  pre- 
sent time  is  a  lamentable  exhibition  of 
the  folly  and  presumption  of  despis- 
ing divine  authority.     Jude  saw  that 
this  order  of  things  should  continue 
till  the   Lord  shall  make  his  appear- 
ance   to  execute   vengeance  on  such 
apostates.     He  says,  11th  verse  "  Be- 
hold the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  thou- 
sand  of  his  Saints  to  execute  judg- 
ment  upon    all,    and  to  convince  all 
such  ungodly  characters  of  their  un- 
godly deeds,  which  they  have  ungod- 
ly  committed."      They  were   distin- 
guished  by   speaking  great  swelling 
words  of  vanity,  flowery  discourses, 
having  men's   persons  in  admiration 
because  of  advantage;  consequently 
despising  the  poor,  and  running  gree- 
dily after  the  error  of  Baslira  for  re- 
xoard.    In  other  words  preaching  for 
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money.  And  we  are  prophetically 
told  that  they  are  to  perish  in  the 
gainsajfing  of  Core  (Korah)  because 
of  their  ungodly  usurpations  and  des- 
pising the  divine  authority  which  God 
lia3  now  restored  to  the  earth  through 
His  Servant  Joseph  Smith. 

Again,  for  another  illustration  we 
\yill  refer  the  reader  to  the  ease  of 
Uzzah  as  recorded  in  2d  Sana.  6 — 1  to 
11.  "  Again,  it  came  to  pass  that 
David  assembled  all  the  chosen  men 
of  Israel,  even  thirty  thousand,  and 
went  to  bring  up  the  ark  of  God  from 
Baale  (Baalah  which  is  Kirjathjearim) 
from  Gibeah  of  Judah,  and  from  the 
house  of  Abinadab.  And  they  put 
the  ark  of  the  Lord  in  a  new  cart, 
which  was  drawn  by  oxen  ;  and  the 
two  sons  of  Abinadab,  Uzzah  and 
Ahio,  drove  the  cart.  As  they  came  to 
the  threshing  floor  of  Nachon  Uzzah 
put  forth  his  hand  to  steady  the  ark 
of  God,  for  the  oxen  shook  it.  And 
the  anger  of  the  Lord  was  kindled 
against  Uzzah  and  God  smote  him  there 
that  he  died,  because  of  his  error." 

Wherein  consisted  the  great  crimi- 
nally of  Uzzah  ?  It  was  inofficious - 
ly  interfering  in  the  ofBce  of  the  Priest  : 
it  was  not  from  a  criminal  motive 
that  Uzzah  put  forth  his  hand,  but 
through  forgetfulness  of  the  Law,  a 
lack  of  solemn  veneration  for  holy 
things,  and  entire  confidence  in  God. 
Moreover  the  Law  of  God  through 
Moses  forbade  any  from  officiating  in 
holy  things  only  those  who  were  duly 
authorised.  Therefore  Uzzah  having 
broken  the  law  of  God  was  made  an 
example  of  before  Israel,  that  others 
in  all  succeeding  generations  might 
fear  and  tremble.  Thus  it  was  that 
Uzzah  erred,  and  for  his  error  was 
punished  with  death.  0  what  a  solemn 
and  affecting  warning  this  is  to  all 
men  to  not  to  assume  a  calling  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  which  has  not  been 
appointed  to  them.  Fear  the  God  of 
heaven  and  never  recklessly  adminis- 
ter in  holy  things — in  Baptism  for 
the  remission  of  Sins  or  any  other 
ordinance  without  authority.  0  how 
wantonly  do  many  make  merchandise 


of  these  things  !  Tlicy  are  sold  for 
money  in  the  Public  Auctions  of  Eng- 
land. They  are  advertised  for  sale 
to  the  highest  bidder.  If  Uzzah  was 
guilty,  and  was  made  a  spectacle  of 
to  all  men  from  that  day  to  this  how 
much  more  will  the  wrath  of  God  be 
revealed  from  heaven  against  all  such 
unrighteous  and  criminal  traffic.  Tlie 
nations  are  recklessly  making  mer- 
chandise of  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ, 
There  is  a  great  church  spoken  of  in 
the  revelations  of  God  with  whom  the 
kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  for- 
nication, and  the  nations  of  the  earth 
have  been  enriched  through  the  abun- 
dance of  her  delicacies.  All  nations 
have  drujik  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath 
of  her  furnication.  But  ihe  day  of  her 
glory  is  to  have  an  end,  for  thus  it  is 
written.  "  So  much  as  she  hath  glori- 
fied herself  and  lived  deliciously,  so 
much  torment  and  sorrow  give  her  : 
for  she  saith  in  her  heart  I  set  a  queen, 
and  am  no  widow,  and  shall  see  no 
sorrow.  Therefore  shall  her  plagues 
come  in  one  day — death,  and  mourn- 
ing, and  famine  :  and  she  shall  be  ut- 
terly burned  with  fire,  for  strong-  is 
the  Lord  God  who  judgeth  lipr."  Hev. 
18th  chap.  Now  is  there  a  voice  heard 
among  the  nations,  and  addressed  also 
to  you,  dear  reader,  "  come  out  of  her 
my  people  that  ye  may  not  be  par- 
takers of  her  sins,  and  that  ye  receive 
not  of  iier  plagues. 

That  all  the  plagues  with  which  she 
is  to  be  visited  will  come  upon  her, 
chiefly,  because  of  her  unholy  traffic 
in  God's  word  and  ordinances  is  clear, 
not  only  from  this  Chapter  and  other 
revelations  of  John,  but  also  from  the 
writings  of  Paul,  Peter  and  Isaiah. 
The  latter  prophet  says  in  his  24th  ch. 
that  the  Lord  is  to  make  the  earth 
empty,  and  burn  up  its  inhabitants 
"  because  they  have  transgressed  the 
law,  changed  the  ordinances  and  bro- 
ken the  e'erlasting  covenant."

First.^ — Faiih  iu,  and  a  Knowledge 
of,    God    the    Father    and   his    son 
Jesus    Christ.     John    17 — 3,  "And 
this  is  life    eternal,  that    they  might 
Imoio   thee   the    only  true  God,  and 
Jesus  Christ,   whom  thou  hatt  sent. 
Second. — Repentance    unto     life. 
Acts   11—18,  •'  When    they    heard 
these   things,    they   held  their  peace, 
and  glorified  God,   saying,  then  hath 
God  also  to  the  Genfiles  granted  re- 
pentance   unto    lifoo"     Mark    1  —  4, 
*'  John  did  baptise  in  the  wilderness, 
and  preach  the  baptism  of  repentance 
for  the  remission  of  sins."     Acts  U 
— 38,  "Then  Peter  said  unto  them, 
Kepent,  and  be  baptised  every  one  of 
you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift   of  the  Holy  Ghost." 
This  repentance   consists  in   sincere 
contrition  of  heart  for  sin,  and  a  firm 
resolution  to  renounce,  and  for  ever 
forsake    it,    and    practice    holiness. 
Matthew  3—7  to  13. 

Third. — Baptism,  by  immersion, 
for  the  remission  of  sins.  Mark  I  — 
4,  5,  "  John  did  baptise  in  the  wil- 


derness, and  preach  the  baptism  of 
repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins. 
And  there  went  out  unto  him  all  the 
land  of  Judea  awd  they  of  .Jerusalem, 
and  were  all  baptised  of  him  in  the 
river  of  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins." 
9th  verse,  "And  it  came  to  pass  in 
those  days  that  Jesus  came  from 
Nazareth  of  Galilee,  and  was  baptis- 
ed  of  John,  in   Jordan."    Acts  2 

37,  38,  "  Now  when  they  heard  this, 
they  were  pricked  in  their  heart,  and 
said  unto  Peter,  and  to  the  rest  of  the 
Apostles,  men  and  brethren  what 
shall  we  do  ?  Then  Peter  said  unto 
them.  Repent  and  be  baptised  every 
one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost."

Sir, — I  have  just  perused  the  first  num-  ' 
ber  of  the  above  publication,  and  as  you 
appear  to  court  discusMon  on  the  doctrines 
of  Mormouism,  I  am  induced  to  address 
ycu. 

2.  The  sincerity  with  which  you  per- 
severe in  propagating  your  religion  leaves 
no  room  to  doubt  your  delusion  ;  and  this 
be  it  remembered  is  not  to  be  wondered 
at.  "  It  must  needs  be  that  offences 
come,  but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom  the 
offence  cometb." — Matthew  18 — 7. 

3.  You  will  in  fairness  allow,  Sir,  that 
in  order  to  embrace  the  principles  of  a 
new  sect,  it  is  proper  that  one  should  be 
first  satisfied  that  the  tenets  of  the  religi- 
on which  he  professes  are  false,  in  order 
to  their  rejection  ;  and  next,  that  the 
doctrines  he  is  required  to  embrace  are 
sound.  Now  since  you  are  desirous  that 
your  readers  should  be  converted,  the 
onus  of  disproving  the  religious  opinions 
of  any  enquirer  and  proving  the  soundness 
of  your  own  to  his  satisfaction  rests  with 
you. 

4.  It  will  be  time  enough  to  come  to 
the  latter  when  we  have  done  with  the 
former.  But  let  us  first  understand  that 
the  Bible  is  to  be  the  sole  arbiter  between

5.  To  proceed  then  with  some  of  th» 
doctrines  which  I  as  a  Christian  profess  t 

1st.  The  foundation  of  ray  religion  ia 
that  there  is  a  God— only  one  God — and 
that  he  is  a  Spirit,  Some  of  his  chief  at« 
tributes  being,  that  he  is  Almighty,  Om- 
nipresent and  Omniscient.  I  further  be- 
lieve as  to  this  one  God,  that  there  are 
three  persons,  viz.,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost.  Each  of  these  three  persons  is 
God,  and  yet  there  is  but  one  God. 

2d.  The  second  person  mentioned,  cama 
to  redeem  man  from  the  eternal  darana- 
UoD  to  which  he  became  subject  by  sio,  I 
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therefore  finely  hold  that  my  sulvation  is 
to  be  effected  through  lliin,  and  Him 
alone.  His  blood  alone  can  cleanse  my 
polluted  soul.  And  if  I  hav«ikno  faith  in 
him  I  cannot  be  saved. 

3d.  Beside  being  thus  saved  from  eter- 
nal damnation  through  Jesu  ,  I  ara  pre- 
pared for  Heaven  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  who 
sanctifies  me  to  make  nie  meet  to  dwell  in 
that  holy  place,  in  the  presence  of  a  Holy 
God,  and  with  all  the  hosts  of  Heaven. 

6.  These,  Sir,  are  some  of  the  princi- 
pal doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion  : 
they  constitute  the  very  basis  of  that  reli- 
gion. Now  then  I  desire  to  know, 
whether  a  man  dying  in  this  faith  shall  or 
shall  not  be  saved.

8.  I  venture  now  to  affirm  that  a  man 
who  professes  the  above  faith,  aiid  is  a 
member  of  this  Catholic  Church,  is  a 
complete  Christian,  Is  there  then  aught 
else  which  he  should  believe  or  do,  in  de- 
fault of  which  he  forfeits  salvation  ?  Or 
is  there  aught  in  all  that  I  have  stated 
which  in  the  end  will  most  undoubtedly 
prove  a  sturabling-stone  to  the  soul  acxi- 
ous  for  salvation  ?

The  spirit  of  caiidour  by  which  the 
foregoing  leiter  seems  (o  have  been 
penned  induces  us  to  give  a  reply. 
We  love  to  instruct  our  fellovvmen 
and  point  out  to  them  the  narrow 
■way  to  eternal  life,  and,  as  a  know- 
ledge of  this  seems  to  be  the  desire 
of  our  correspondent  we  will  proceed 
to  examine  his  letter. 

In  answer  to  paragraph  2  we  would 
say  that  the  *'  sincerity"  with  which 
a  man  perseveres  in  propagating  hie 
religion  neither  proves  him  to  be 
under  the  infliience  of  delusion,  nor 


the  truth.  The  ancient  apostles  dls- 
tin-^uished  themselves  for  "sincerity" 
even  to  death.  So  also  h^ve  manv 
Hindoos  and  other  heathen.  The 
apostles  died  for  the  truth.  The 
heathen  have  died  for  error. 

Paragraph  3  is  correct,  although  it 
is  sometimes  very  difficult  to  con- 
vince an  individual  of  his  errors,  or, 
after  he  understands  the  truth  to 
persuade  him  to  embrace  it. 

Paragraph  4,  true,  and  we  are  wil- 
ling to  take  the  "  Bible"  as  the  sole 
arbiter  between  us,  though  we  do  not 
consider  tliat  the  Bible  contains  all 
truth,  and  we  may  introduce  a  little 
from  another  quarter,  yet  if  we  could 
ptr&uade  "  A  Christian"  that  what  is 
contained  in  that  sacred  volume  is 
true  we  would  have  no  trouble  in 
leading  him  to  receive  other  revela- 
tions of  God. 

In  answer  to  the  first  article  of  our 
correspondent's  belief,  we  would  say 
that  there  are  Gods  many  and  Lords 
many,  but  to  us  there  is  but  one  God, 
even  the  Fatlier  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  that  we  are  required  to 
worship  Him  in  the  name  ot  His  Son, 
through  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  pro- 
ceedeth  from  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
and  filleth  the  immensity  of  space. 
We  believe  that  both  the  Fatlier  and 
the  Son  are  personages,  the  one  ex- 
actly like  the  other,  and  that  Adam 
was  made  in  their  express  image  and 
likeness.  These  three  constitute  the 
great,  matchless,  supreme,  ruling 
power  over  all  things  in  heaven,  and 
on  the  earth,  and  for  their  glory  all 
things  are,  and  were  created. 

We  also  believe  that  the  Father 
and  the  Son  can  shew  themselves  to 
the  human  family.  God  appeared 
to  Abraham,  Gen.  17 — 1  to  23,  also 
chapter  18  to  the  end.  He  wres- 
tled with  Jacob,  Gen.  32  —  24  to 
31.  Moses,  Aaron,  Nadab,  Abiliku 
and  seventy  of  the  Elders  of  Israel 
saw  Him  on  Mount  Sinai,  Exod.  24 
— 9,  lO,  11.  Isaiah  saw  him  in 
His  glory,  Isaiah  6 — 1  to  6.  And 
both  the  Father  and  the  Son  appear- 
ed to  Joseph  Smith,  ou  the  Ameri- 
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can  Continent,  in  the  year  1820,  and 
gave  him  Commandments  concfrrning 
this  work.  The  testimony  of  this 
prophet  is  as  follows  :  '*  1  retired  to 
a  secret  place  in  a  grove  and  bepan 
to  call  upon  the  Lord  :  while  fer- 
vently engaged  in  supplication  my 
mind  was  taken  away  from  the  ob- 
jects with  which  1  was  surrou-ided, 
and  I  was  enwrapt  in  a  heavenly 
vision  and  saw  two  glorious  |)erson- 
acre?,  who  exactly  respmbled  each 
other  in  features,  and  likeness,  sur- 
rouFided  by  a  brilliant  light  which 
eclipsed  the  sun  at  noon  day."  But, 
says  the  honest  enquirer,  "  no  nrian 
hath  seen  God  at  any  time."  Well, 
how  do  you  rreoncile  this  idea  wiih 
the  testimony  of  the  prophets  ?  Per- 
haps the  words  of  Jesns  will  explain 
the  matter.  He  says,  "not  that  any 
man  hath  seen  the  Father,  save  he 
that  is  of  God,  he  hath  seen  the 
Father,"  John  6— 4G.  Now,  il 
Abraham,  Jocob,  Isaiah  and  Joseph 
Smith  were  "  of  God"  there  is  no 
^  difficulty  in  believing  their  testimony. 
See  also  the  testimony  of  Stephen  in 
Acts  7 — 54,  55,  56. 

Article  2d,  true,  His  blood  alone 
deanseth  from  siu  and  whh oat  faith 
in  Him  no  man  can  be  saved. 

Article  3d,  is  somewhat  ambiguous. 
We  would  like  to  know  how  the 
•writer  came  to  be  "  saved  from  eter- 
nal  damnation,"  and  how  he  obtained 
the  "Holy  spirit"  by  which  he  is 
••  prepared  for  heavpu  and  the  pre- 
sence of  a  Holy  God."  Lest  he  may 
be  under  a  delusion  we  would  point 
outtohitQ  the  true  way  of  obtaining 
salvation  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  says  Paul,  and  thou  shall  be 
saved.  Repent  and  be  baptised  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall 
receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
says  Peter.  And  again  "  When  they 
had  laid  their  hands  upon  them  they 
received  the  Holy  Ghost"  is  the  tes- 
timony recorded  in  Acts  8 — 12  to  21 . 
From  these  revelations  we  learn  that 
the  ancients  were  saved  from  "  eter- 
nal damnation"  andreeeived  the  Holy 
Ghost    through    faith,     repentance, 


baptism  for  the  remis&ion  of  sins, 
and  th(;  laying  on  of  bands  fur  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  they  thus 
became  connected  with  the  Church 
oT  God  on  the  earth,  and  were 
nourished,  and  taught,  by  Apostles, 
and  Prophets,  Evangelists,  Pastors 
and  Teacliers.

If  our  correspondent  has  become 
"  A  Chriftiun"  in  this  way,  and  is 
himself  enjoying  the  gifts  of  the 
Spirit,  then  we  would  say  go  on  unto 
perfection.  But  if  he  has  not  done 
his  first  works,  and  denies  the  Spirit 
of[)roph(;oy  and  revelation,  then  wo 
would  call  upon  him,  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  to  repent  and  be  bap- 
tised for  the  remission  of  his  sins. 
The  Lord  has  said  that  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints' 
is  the  only  true  and  living  Church 
upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth  with 
which  He  is  well  pleased,  and  unless 
ye  are  baptised  for  the  remission  of 
your  sins  and  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  you  will  be  damned. 

Article  6ih,  our  answer  to  this  is 
given  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 
But  if  our  correspondent  wishes  any 
thing  more  explicit  we  will  give  him 
the  word  of  the  Lord.  "  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  darkness 
covereth  the  earth  and  gross  dark- 
ness the  minds  of  the  people,  and  all 
flesh  has  become  corrupt  before  my 
face!  Behold  vengence  cometh  speedi- 
ly upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  ; 
a  day  of  wrath  ;  a  day  of  burning  j 
a  day  of  desolation  ;  of  weeping  ;  of 
mourning  and  of  lamentation  ;  and 
as  a  whirlwind  it  shall  cofn^  upon  all 
the  face  of  the  earth,  saith  the  Lord. 
Therefore  (speaking  to  the  twelve 
Apostles  and  other  elders  who  are 
now   sent  unto  the  nations)   go  ye 
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into  all  the  world  and  preach  my 
gospel  unto  every  creature,  who  hava 
not  receited  it,  and  he  that  believeih 
and  is  ba[)iised  shall  be  saved,  and  he 
that  helieveth  not,  and  is  not  baptised 
shall  be  damned.''  Book  of  Cove- 
nants and  Commandments  page4l6 

In  answer  to  Article  7,  of  our  cor- 
respondent's doctrine  we  have  simply 
to  say  that  notwithstanding  his 
Church  has  "  become  Caiholic,"  «id 
adminis^terii  baptism,  and  commemo- 
rates the  dyinjr  love  of  J(-sus,  it  is  not 
the  Church  of  God  ;  neiiher  will  He 
accept  of  their  baptisms  and  sacra- 
ments, now  that  the  gospel  of  Jt-sus 
Chri^^t  is  again  restored  iu  its  purity 
and  fulness. 

Article  8,  if  after  what  we  have 
told  him,  our  correspondent  can  still 
"  venture  to  affirm  that  a  man  who 
professes  the  above  faith  and  is  a 
member  of  this  Catholic  Church  is  a 
complete  Christian,"  we  shall  lea^e 
him  in  the  hands  of  God,  with  this 
assuraRce  that  the  "day"  will  reveal 
the  delusion  under  which  he  is 
laboring. 

We  have  written  plainly,  because 
God  requires  it  at  our  hands,  and  in 
all  love  to  our  unknown  correspond- 
ent we  would  say  there  is  yet  much 
for  you  to  believe  and  do,  in  default 
of  which,  you  will  forfeit  your  salva- 
tion. The  Lord  hath  raised  up  a 
standard  to  the  people  ;  He  hath  res- 
tored the  everlasting  gospel  by  an 
holy  Angel,  and  if  you  will  not  obey 
it  you  cannot  be  saved.  Do  not  con- 
sider this  hard,  but  rather  rfjoice  that 
God  hath  raised  up  an  ensign  to  the 
nations,  and  is  gathering  together  His 
elect  from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the 
other.  Kejoice  that  He  is  building 
up  Zion  and  that  he  will  soon  appear 
in  His  glory  :  for  says  David  "  when 
the  Lord  builds  up  Zion  He  will  ap- 
pear in  His  glory,  Psalm  102 — 12 
to  23.

Judgment    shall    be  given  into   the 
hands    of   the   S.iints,  and   with  that 
King  who  is  to  r»'iun  in  righteousness 
shall   they   administer   equity  in   the 
earth.     Tlien  is  SHtan  bound,  and  for 
one    thousand  years  slmll   the   earth 
rest  !  O  glorious  day  !  O  happy  era  ! 
Such    as  this  earth     has    never  seen 
since  the  day  that  Adatn    fell.     Thea 
shall  the  Lamb  and  the  Lion  lie  dowQ 
together:  then  shnll  the  Cow  and  the 
Bear  feed  in  the  same  pasture.     No- 
thing   shall    hurt  nor  destroy    in  all 
God's  h(dy   mountain,  for    the   earth 
shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  God, 
as  the  waters  cover  the  sea.     But  let 
not  an  Apostate  priesthood,  or  people, 
think  that  they   shall    share  in   such 
glories,  or  have  any    hand  in  its    in- 
troduction,    Far  otherwise  will  it  be 
with  them.     They  are    the  tares    of 
the    earth.     They      are     bound     in 
bundles.     Their    bands     are     made 
sirong.     No   man    can    loose  them. 
The  fair  sons  aiid  daughters  and  in- 
nocent children  of  this  great  Apostate 
church,    including    all    the  different 
denominations  of   Christendom,   will 
be  involved  in  her  calamities.  Would 
that  they  would  listen  to  the  voice  of 
warning  which  God    is  now   sending 
to  the  nations.

No 
more   Angels,  or   the   power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  to  reveal   an   infallible 
s'andard   of  light  and    truth  to   the 
people.     True   they  profess  a  belief 


After  this  awful  viaitation,  which  |  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  but  then   it  is  in 
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that  ordinary  kind  of  operation  that 
they  knovr  not  tlie  voice  of  prophecy 
or  revelation.  They  honor  not  the 
Lord.  They  deny  the  people  the 
povver  of  the  Holy  Ghost  as  anciently 
enjoyed.  All  such  as  receive  visions, 
or  revelations,  or  prophesy,  or  the 
gift  of  tongues,  or  interpretation  of 
tongues,  or  healint;  of  the  sick  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  are  considered 
deluded  fanatics.  They  are  derided 
and  set  at  nought.  No  man  can  now 
enjoy  the  fellowship,  and  blessings  ot 
the  Holy  Ghosf,  and  retain  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  Whore  of  all  the 
earth.  But  the  year  of  the  redeem- 
ed has  come.  The  day  spoken  of  by 
all  the  holy  prophets  has  arrived. 
The  limes  of  the  Gentiles  are  fulfill- 
ed. The  kingdom  of  God  is  set  up 
on  the  earth.  The  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  at  hand.  The  voice  of  the 
Lord  is  again  heard.  The  sweei 
melody  of  heavenly  communications 
sound  in  our  ears.  Angels  no  long- 
er absent  themselves  from  the  earth. 
Through  their  gracious  ministry 
truth  has  been  revealed — the  book  of 
Mormon  has  come  forth — the  gospel 
restored  :  agreeably  to  the  glorious 
announcement  of  it  made  by  John, 
on  the  isle  of  Patmos.  Rev.  14 — 6, 
says  he, "  I  saw  another  Angel  flying 
in  the  midst  of  heaven,  having  the 
everlasting  gospel  to  preach  to  them 
that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every 
nation,  and  kindred,  and  tongue,  and 
people.  Saying  with  a  loud  voice, 
fear  God  and  give  glory  to  him  for 
the  hour  of  His  judgment  is  come. 
And  worship  hira  that  made  heaven, 
and  earth,  and  the  seas  and  the  foun- 
tains of  water.  And  another  Angel 
followed,  sayingjBabylon  the  great  is 
fallen  because  she  made  all  nations 
drink  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her 
fornication.  And  the  third  Angel 
followed  them,  saying,  with  a  loud 
voice,  if  any  man  worship  the  beast 
and  his  image,  and  receive  his  mark 
in  their  foreheads,  or  in  his  hand,  the 
same  shall  drink  of  the  wine  of  the 
wrath  of  God,  which  is  poured  out 
without  mixture  into  the  cup  of  His 
indignation.    And  he  shall    be  tor- 


mented with  fire  and  brimsfone  in 
the  presence  of  the  holy  Angels  and 
in  the  presence  of  the  Lamb."  There- 
fore O  ye  people  repent  and  separate 
yourselves  from  every  religious  in- 
:<tiiution  represented  by  the  beast,  and 
honor  them  not  either  directly  or  in- 
directly ;  and  protest  against  the 
ministrations  of  every  man  who  de- 
nies revelation  from  God,  and  divine 
authority.  Receive  the  everlasting 
gospel  which  is  now  sent  to  you  by 
commandment  of  God.  Have  faith 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Repent  of 
all  your  sins,  and  with  meek  and  con- 
trite hearts  go  down  into  the  waters 
of  baptism,  and  ye  shall  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

Again,  we  hear  a  voice  to  such  say- 
ing blessed  are  the  dead  that  die 
in  the  Lord  from  henceforth  j  yea 
saith  the  spirit,  that  they  may  rest 
follow  their  labors,  and  their  works  do 
them.

And  Revelation  of  the  Lord  through  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  to  the  Utiints, 
and  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth. 

1.  Hearken,  O  ye  people  of  my 
cliurch,  saith  the  Lord  your  God,  and 
hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  concern- 
ing you;  the  Lord  who  shall  sudden- 
ly come  to  his  temple  ;  the  Lord  who 
shall  comedown  upon  the  world  with 
a  curse  to  judgment  ;  yea  upon  all 
the  nations  that  forget  God,  and  up- 
on all  the  ungodly  among  you.  For 
he  shall  make  bare  his  holy  arm  in 
the  eyes  of  all  the  nations,  and  all 
the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the 
salvation  of  their  God. 

2.  Wherefore  prepare  ye,  prepare 
ye,  O  my  people ;  sanctity  your- 
selves ;  gather  ye  together,  O  ye 
people  of  my  church,  upon  the  land 
ofZion,  all  you  that  have  not  been 
commanded  to  tarry.  Go  ye  out 
from  Babylon.  Be  ye  clean  that  bear 
the  vessels  of  the  Lord.  Call  your 
solemn  assemblies,  and  speak  often 
one  to  another.  And  let  every  man 
call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  yea, 
verily  I  say  unto  you  again,  the  time 
has  come  when  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
is  unto  you;  go  ye  out  of  Babylon  ; 
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gather  ye  out  from  among  the  nations 
from  ilie  four  wiiuls,  from  one  end  ol" 
heaven  to  tlie  oiher. 

3.  St^nd  forth  the  elders  of  my 
church  unto  the  nations  vvliich  are  a- 
far  off;  unto  the  islands  of  the  sea  ; 
send  fonh  into  forei^jn  lands ;  call 
upon  all  nations  ;  firstly,  upon  the 
Geniilfs,  and  then  upon  the  Jews. 
And  behold  and  lo,  lliis  shall  be  their 
cry,  and  the  voice  of  the  Lord  unto 
all  people  ;  Go  ye  fonh  unto  tlie  land 
of  Zion,  that  the  borders  of  ray  peo- 
ple may  be  enlarf^ed,  and  that  her 
stakes  may  be  strena:thened,  and  that 
Zion  may  go  forth  unto  the  regions 
round  about  :  yea,  let  the  cry  go 
fonh  among  all  people;  awake  and 
arise  and  go  forth  to  meet  the  Bride- 
groom ;  b(-hold  and  lo  the  Bridegroom 
Cometh,  go  ye  out  to  meet  him.  Pre- 
pare yourselves  for  the  great  day  of 
the  Lord. 

4.  Watch,  tlierefore,  for  ye  know 
neither  the  day  nor  the  hour.  Let 
them,  therefore,  who  are  among  the 
Gentiles,  flee  unto  Zioni  And  let 
them  who  be  of  Judah,  flee  unto  Je- 
rusalem, unto  the  mountains  of  the 
Lord's  house.  Go  ye  out  from  among 
the  nations,  even  from  Babylon,  from 
the  midst  of  wickedness,  which  is 
spiritual  Babylon.  But  verily  thus 
saith  the  Lord,  let  not  your  flight  bc^ 
in  haste,  but  let  all  things  be  prepared 
before  you  :  and  he  that  goeth,  let 
him  not  look  back,  lest  sudden  de- 
struction shall  come  upon  him. 

5.  Hearken  and  hear  O  ye  inhabi- 
tants of  the  earth.  Listen  ye  elders 
of  my  church  together,  and  hear  the 
voice  of  the  Lord,  for  he  calleth  upon 
all  men  and  he  commandeth  all  men 
everywhere  to  repent  :  for  behold  the 
Lord  God  hath  sent  forth  the  angel, 
crying  through  the  midst  of  heaven, 
Baying  :  prepare  ye  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  and  make  his  paths  strait,  for 
the  hour  of  his  coming  is  nigh,  when 
the  Lamb  shall  stand  upon  Mount 
^ion  and  with  him  a  hundred  and 
forty-four  thousand  having  his 
Father's  name  written  in  their  fore- 
heads :  wherefore,  prepare  ye  for  the 
coming  of  the  Bridegroom  :  go  ye, 


go  ye  out  to  meet  him,  for  behold  he 
shall  stand  upon  the  mount  of  Olivet, 
and  upon  the  mighty  ocean,  even  the 
great  deep,  and  upon  the  islands  of 
the  sea,  and  upon  the  land  of  Zion  ;

Their  ene- 
n)ies  shall  become  a  prey  unto  them, 
and  in  the  barren  deserts  there  shall 
come  forth  pools  of  living  water  ;  and 
the  parched  ground  shall  no  longer 
be  a  thirsty  land. — And  they  shall 
bring  forth  their  rich  treasures  unto

7.  And  now  verily  saith  the  Lord,  that 
these  thiiif^s  niii;ht  be  knowi,  iinioou:  yon,  () 
inhabitants  of  the  earth,  I  liuve  sent  forth 
mine  ai\iie],  flying  tliroufjh  the  midst  of  heii- 
ven,  iiaviii»  the  everhisting  t»tis|iei,  who  hath 
apf)eared  unto  some,  and  hath  ooniiriuted  it 
unto  man,  who  shall  appear  unto  many  thai, 
dwell  on  the  earth  :  and  this  jjcsfiel  shall  be 
preached  unto  every  nation,  and  kitiilred,  and 
tongue,  and  people,  and  the  servants  of  God 
nhall  go  forth,  saying,  uithalond  voice: 
Fear  God  and  give  glory  to  him  ;  for  the 
hour  of  his  judgment  is  come  :  and  worship 
him  that  made  heaven,  and  earth,  and  sea, 
and  the  fountain  of  waters,  calling  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord  day  and  ni;;hr,  say ing  :  O 
that  thou  wouldst  rend  the  heavt-ns,  tliar,  thou 
wouldst  come  down,  that  the  mountains 
might  flow  down  at  thy  presence.  And  it 
»liall  be  answered  uponth-ir  heads,  for  the 
presence  of  the  Lord  shall  be  as  the  melting 
fire  thatburnrih,  and  as  the  fire  whicli 
Ciiuseth  the  waters  to  boil, 

8.  O  Lord,  thou  shall  come  down  to  mal<e 
thy  name  known  to  thine  adversaries,  and  all 
rations  shall  tremble  at  thy  presence.  AVhen 
thou  doeth  terrible  things,  things  they  look 
not  for  ;  yea,  when  thou  comest  down  and 
the  nionntains  flow  down  at  thy  presence, 
thou  shall  meet  him  whorejoiceth  and  work- 
eth  righteousness,  who  reniember  thee  in  thy 
ways  :  for  since  the  beginning  of  the  world 
have  not  men  heard  nor  perceived  by  the  ear, 
neither  hath  any  eye  seen,  O  God,  besides 
thee,  how  great  things  thou  hast  prepared  for 
Jiim  that  waiteth  for  thee. 

9.  And  it  shall  be  said, who  is  this  thatcom. 
eth  down  from  God  in  heaven  with  died  gar- 
ments: yea,  from  the  regions  which  are  not 
known,  clothed  in  his  f.lorioa9  apparel,  tra- 
veling in  the  greatness  of  his  strength  ?  And 
he  shall  say  I  am  he  who  spake  in  righteous- 
jiess, mighty  to  save.  And  the  Lord  shall  be 
red  in  his  apparel,  and  his  garments  like  him 
that  treadeth  in  the  wine  vat,  and  so  great 
shall  be  the  glory  of  his  presence,  that  the 
(iun  shall  hide  liis  face  in  shame;  and  the  moon 
siiall  withhold  its  light;  and  the  stars  shall  be 
hurled  from  their  places  :  and  his  voice  shall 
be  heard,  I  have  trodden  the  wine-press 
alone,  and  have  brought  judgment  upon  all 
people  ;  and  none  was  with  tne;  and  I  have 
trampled  them  in  my  fury,  and  I  did  tread 
upm  them  in  mine  anger,  and  their  blood 
have  I  sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and 
stained  all  my  raiment :  for  this  was  the  day 
o€  vengeance  which  was  in  my  heart. 

10.  And  now  the  year  of  my  redeemed  is 
come,  and  th^y  shall  ment'on  the  loving  kind- 
ness of  their  Lord,  and  all  that  he  has  bes- 
towed upon  them,  according  to  his  goodness, 
and  according  to  his  loving  kindness,  forever 
a;.d  ever.  In  all  their  affl'ciions  he  was 
afflicted.  And  the  angel  of  his  presence  sav- 
ed them  ;  and  in  his  love,  Rnd  in  his  pity,  he 
redeemed  them,  and  bear  them,  and  carried 
them  all  the  days  of  old  ;  yea,  and  Enoch  also, 
and  they  who  were  with  liim  ;  the  prophets 
who  were  before  him,  and  Noah  also,  and 
tbej  who  were  before  hiQi,and  Moses  also,  and 


they  who  were  before  him,  and  from  Moses  to 

El  j  ill,  anil  from  FJijali  to  John,  who  wer« 
with  Christ  in  his  resurrection,  and  the  holy 
apostles,  with  Alirahum,  Isaac  and  Jacob, 
sliall  be  in  'he  presence  of  the  Lamb.  And 
the  graves  of  the  saints  shall  be  opened,  and 
they  shall  come  forth  and  stand  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  Lamb,  when  he  shall  stand  upon 
Mount  Zion,  and  upon  the  holy  city,  the 
New  Jerusalem,  and  they  shall  sing  ttie  song 
of  the  Lamb  day  and  night  forever  ami  ever. 

11.  A  nd  lor  this  c;iu-e,  that  men  might  be 
made  partakers  <■!  the  glories  whicr  were  to 
be  revealed,  the  Loid  sent  forth  the  fulness 
of  his  gospel,  his  everlasting  covenant,  rea- 
soning in  plainness,  and  simplicity,  to  prepare 
the  weak  for  those  things  which  are  coming 
en  the  earth;  and  for  the  Lord's  errand  in 
the  day  when  the  weak  should  confound  the 
wise,  and  the  little  one  become  a  strong  na- 
tion, and  two  should  put  their  tens  of  thou- 
sands to  flight  ;  and  by  the  weak  things  of 
the  earth,  the  Lord  should  thresh  the  nations 
by  thepowerof  lis  spirit.  And  for  thia 
pause  these  commandments  were  given  ; 
they  were  commanded  to  be  kept  from  the 
world  in  the  day  that  they  were  given,  but 
now  are  to  go  forth  unto  all  flesh.  And  this 
jiccording  to  the  mind  and  will  of  the  Lord, 
who  ruleth  over  all  flesh:  and  unto  him  that 
repenteth  and  sanctifieth  himself  before  the 
I>ord,  shall  be  given  eternal  life.  And  upon 
them  that  hearken  not  to  the  voice  of  the 
Lord,  shall  be  fulfilled  that  which  was  written 
by  the  prophet  Moses,  that  they  should  be 
cut  off  from  among  the  people. 

12.  And  also  that  which  was  written  by  tha 
prophet  Malachi :  For  behold  the  day  cometh 
that  shall  burn  as  an  oven,  and  all  the  proud  ; 
yea,  and  all  that  <4o  wickedly,  shall  be  stubble  : 
and  the  day  that  pometh  shall  butn  them  up 
saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  that  it  shall  leave 
them  neither  root  nor  branch.  Wherefore 
this  shall  be  the  answer  of  the  Lord  unto 
them  :  Li  thnt  day  when  I  came  unto  my  own, 
no  man  anion?  yon  received  me,  and  you 
were  driven  out.  When  I  called  again,  there 
was  none  of  you  to  answer,  yet  my  arm 
was  not  shortened  at  all,  that  I  could  not 
redeem,  neither  my  power  to  deliver.  Be- 
hold at  my  rebuke  I  dry  up  the  sea.  I 
make  the  rivers  a  wilderness  :  their  fish 
stinketh,  and  dieth  for  thirst.  I  clothe  the 
heiivens  with  blackness,  and  make  sackcloth 
thnir  covering.  And  this  shall  ye  have  of 
mv  hand,  ye  shall  lay  down  in  sorrow. 

13.  Behold  and  lo  there  are  none  to  deliver 
you,  for  ye  obeyed  not  my  voice  when  I  call- 
ed to  vou  out  of  the  heavens,  ye  believed  not 
my  servants;  and  when  they  were  sent  unto 
yon  ye  received  them  not;  wherefore  they 
sealed  up  the  testimony  and  bound  up  tha 
law,  and  ye  were  delivered  over  uuto  dark- 
ness :  these  shall  go  away  into  outer  darkness, 
where  there  is  weeping,  and  wailing,  and 
gnashing  of  teeth.  Behold  the  Lord  yonr 
God  hath  spoken  it.     Amen. 
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A  LETTER  TO  THE  QUEEN  OF  ENG- 
LAND. 

Touching  the  signs   of  the   times  and  the 
poliliC'd  destiny  of  the  world. 

To  Her  Gracious  Majesty 
Queen  VICTORIA, 

Sovereign  of  Britain, 

It  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  your  Ma- 
jesty not  only  to  live  in  a  most  event- 
ful period  of  the  world,  but  to  occupy 
a  station  the  most  conspicuous  of  any 
individual  of   the  present  agH. 

It  has  pleased  tlie  Almijihty  dis- 
poser of  event:',  who  governs  and 
rules  among  the  kingdoms  of  the 
earth,  to  raise  your  Msijesty,  while  Ik 
the  morning  of  life,  to  a  throne  of 
power,  at  the  head  of  an  empire, 
which,  in  many  respects,  stands  fore- 
most among  the  nations  and  king- 
domsofthe  world.  It  is  with  feelings 
of  that  profound  respect  which  is  just- 
ly due  to  so  high  an  office  that  1  offer 
this  address.  The  importance  of  the 
fiubject  and  the  obligation  which  I 
am  under  to  the  God  whom  I  serve, 
and  to  the  people  of  the  age  in  which 
I  live,  are  the  only  apologies  which  I 
oflPer  for  thus  intruding  upon  the  at- 
tention of  your  Majesty. 


Know  assuredly  that  the  world  in 
whicii  we  live  is  on  the  eve  of  a  revo- 
lution, more  wonderful  in  its  beginning 
— more  rapid  in  its  progress — more 
powerful  in  its  operations — more  ex- 
tensive in  iis  effects — more  lasting  ia 
its  influence— and  more  important  in 
its  consequences,  than  any  which  man 
has  yrt  witnessed  upon  the  earth  :  a 
revolution  in  which  all  the  inhabi- 
tmts  of  the  earth  are  vitally  interest- 
ed, both  religiously  and  politically-— 
temporally  and  spiritually  ;  one  on 
w'iicli  the  fate  of  all  nations  is  sus- 
pended, and  upon  which  the  future 
destitiy  of  all  the  afFdirs  of  the  earth 
is  made  to  depend.  Nay,  the  angers 
have  desired  to  look  into  it,  and  hea- 
ven itself  has  waited  with  longing 
expectation  for  its  consummation. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  show  from 
the  Scri})turts  first,  what  this  revolu- 
tion is — secondly,  that  the  present  is 
the  time  of  its  fulfilment,  t 

The  first  great  and  universal  mo- 
narchy after  the  deluge  was  the  king- 
dom of  Bal)el,  or  B;ibyIon.  This  wag 
founded  by  Nimrod,  on  the  plains  of 
Euphrates,  and  coaliaued  to  strength- 
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en  itself  until  tlie  time  of  Nebuchad- 
rezzar, whom  the  Lord  raised  up  to 
be  his  servant,  to  execute  his  ven- 
geance upon  the  nations.  By  a  series 
of  the  most  striking  prophetic  decla- 
rations of  Jeremiah  ihe  Prophet  and 
others,  and  their  no  less  striking  ful- 
filmeiit,  this  monarch  marched  forih 
—conquering  and  to  conquer — till 
Tyr^e,  E^rypt,  and  Judea,  and  all  the 
surrounding  nations  were  subdued 
and  brought  into  captivity  for  seven- 
ty years.  Tlii^t  was  so  extensive,  that 
'JL>aiiiel  the  Prophet  exclaimed  to  the 
Kino;  of  Babylon,  "  Tlie  God  of  hea- 
ven hath  given  thee  a  kingdom, power, 
Btrengih,  and  jjlory.  And  wliereso- 
ever  the  cliildreo  of  men  dwell,  the 
beasts  of  the  fii  Id,  and  the  fowls  ol 
the  heaven,  hath  he  given  info  thine 
band,  and  hath  made  ihee  ruler  over 
them  all." 

Tills  monarch,  standing  at  the  head 
of  naiions,and  swiiyiMij  liis;;;  i'pire  over 
all  tiie  kingdoms  of  the  world,  was 
the  tavored  instrument  to  whom  the 
Almigl^ty  made  known  Lis  pu'popcs 
touching  the  Govenmient  ol  tlin 
woiid  in  all  succeeding  H*;es.  While 
resting  upon  his  bed  it»  ilie  deep 
silence  of  midnight,  when  the  busy 
world  was  lost  in  fliuiib*  rs,  and 
wearied  nature  Ini-hed  to  silence  and 
repose,  an  anxious  enquiry  arose  in 
bis  mind  in  regard  to  the  thin>is 
Witich  should  "  C'lrae  to  pa-ss  here 
after.'*  His  mind  roamed  down 
thro'  the  daik  vista  of  future  and  dis- 
tant pe'iods,  antl  would  fiiin  have 
understood  and  contemplated  the 
events  of  the  "  latter  days." 

Thus  lost  in  cnniemjdation,  and 
overwhelmed  in  deep  sleep,  his  mind 
was  suddenly  caught  from  the  sub- 
ject of  his  meditation,  and  the  visions 
of  heaven  were  opened  to  his  view. 
A  great  image  stood  before  him, 
whose  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his 
breast  and  arms  of  silver,  his  belly 
and  thighs  of  brass,  his  legs  of  iron, 
and  bis  feet  and  toes  part  of  iron  and 
part  of  clay.  He  beheld  till  a  stone 
was  cut  out  of  the  mountain  without 
hands  which  smote  the  image  upon  the 
toes ;  thea   was   tha    whole    image 


broken  to  pieces  together,  and  became 
like  the  chaff  of  the  Summer  thrash- 
ing floors,  and  the  wind  blew  it 
away  :  but  the  stone  became  a  great 
mountain,  and  filled  the  whole 
earih. — When  the  king  awoke  from 
this  vision,  he  sent  for  his  wise  men, 
hut  none  of  them  could  unfold  unto 
him  his  dream  and  the  meaning 
tliereof,  till  Daniel  was  forthcoming 
with  this  striking  declaration,  "  There 
is  a  God  in  heaven  that  revealelh 
secrets,"  This  man  of  God  then 
proceeded  to  tell  the  dream  and  the 
interpretation  thereof.  The  head  of 
gold  represented  Nebuchadnezzar, 
and  the  kingdoms  over  which  he 
reigned  ;  the  breast  and  arms  of 
silver  represented  the  Medes  and 
Pt  rsians,  who  n<xt  succeeded  in  the 
govenmient  of  the  world  ;  the  belly 
and  tldirhs  of  brass  repvesenttMl  the 
empire  of  Ah  xander  and  ids  succes- 
sors—  this  being  the  next  in  succes- 
sion ;  the  leo;s  of  iron  represented  the 
lioniau  Empire,  widuli  was  the 
fourth  gre^t  monarchy  of  the  world  ; 
and  the  feet  and  toes  part  of  iron  and 
pait  of  clay,  represeiit'^d  the  disr.(»lu- 
non  of  tlie  RuHian  timpire  and  its 
<ui)divi«ioii  into  the  Kingdoms  of 
Modern  Europe,  as  they  now  exist  in 
tiieir  divided  ftate  partly  lloman  and 
partly  Protestant,  and  not  clearing 
one  to  another,  even  as  iron  and  clay 
will  not  adhere  or  unite  in  muiuul 
"vireiiijth. 

Of  coiir?e  then  the  government  of 
England  is  one  of  li.e  toes  of  ihia 
image. 

Now,  "in  the  day?  of  these  kings 
(or  kingdoms  repre?eijttd  by  the  teet 
and  toes)  the  God  of  heaven  should 
set  up  a  kingdom  which  should  not 
he  left  to  otlier  people,  but  which 
should  break  in  pieces  all  these  king- 
doms and  stand  tor  ever,''  as  repre- 
sented by  the  little  stoie. 

This  is  the  interpretation  which  tho 
God  of  heaven  hiriijtdf  gave  to  Da- 
niel, and  which  Daniel  has  given  in 
the  Scriptures  :  and  England  has 
given  the  Scriptures  to  the  world — • 
ilius  actually  revealing  to  the  "WOrld, 
its  destiny  and  her  own, 
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But  before  we  proceed  further,  we 
shall  go  b-jclv  and  take  anotlier  view 
of  ihe  same  subject,  as  revealed  ro 
Daniel  on  auotlitT  occasiou  and  un- 
der a  different  fiojure.  He  saw  (Da- 
niel vii)  these  same  four  kingdoms, 
viz,  tlie  Babylonians,  Medesatid  P»-r- 
sians,  Greeks,  ai.d  Romans,  rise  and 
reign  in  succe8>ion  under  the  figure 
of  four  beasts.  Out  of  the  fourth  beast, 
he  saw  under  the  figure  of  ten  horns, 
tea  kingdoms  rise,  wiiich  are  the 
same  that  the  feet  and  toes  represent- 
ed, viz.  tl»e  kingdoms  of  Modern 
Europe,  *'  And  lie  beheld  till  tlu^ 
thrones  were  cast  down,  and  the 
Aiicient  of  days  diil  sit,  and  judg- 
m<Mit  was  given  to  the  Saints,  and  the 
time  Came  that  the  S;iinis  possessed 
tlie  kint;douj."  Again  lie  said,  "j'he 
^ainis  of  tlie  Most  Higii  shall  take 
the  kingdom  and  po>se?s  ihe  kingdom 
for  ever,  even  for  ever  and  ever." 
A|;ain,"  Tlie  kingdom  and  dominion, 
and  the  greatness  of  the  kingdom 
under  the  whole  heaven,  sh.dl  be 
given  to  the  people  of  the  Saints  ot 
the  Most  High.  Wliose  kingdom  i,- 
ftri  everldsiiiig  kingdom,  and  all  do- 
minions >hall  serve  and  obey  him." 
Again  lie  SMys,  "  I  saw  in  the  night 
visions,  and  belndd  one  like  the  Son 
at:  Man  came  wiih  the  clomls  of 
heaven,  and  came  to  the  Ancient  of 
day:*,  and  they  brought  him  near  be- 
fore him.  And  (here  was  given  him 
domii.ion,  and  glory,  and  a  kingdom, 
that  all  people,  nations,  and  languages 
should  Serve  him,  his  dominion  is  an 
everlasting  dominion,  which  .shall  not 
pass  away,  and  his  kingdom  that 
whici)  shall  not  be  destroyed."  The 
kinodom  so  often  spoken  of  in  this 
7th  of  Daniel,  is  evidently  the  same 
that  is  represented  by  the  si  one  whici; 
smote  the  image,  as  recorded  in  the 
2d  chapter. 

From  this  It  appears  that  this  new 
kingdom  will  be  established  over  the 
whole  earth,  to  the  destruction  of  all 
other  kingdoms,  by  nothing  less  than 
the  pi-rsonal  advent  of  the  Messiah 
in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  with  power 
and  great  glory,  but  prectded    by  a 


personage  called  the  "  Ancient  of 
Days." 

The  14th  chapter  of  Zecharlah  con- 
firms this  testimony  by  predicling  that 
the  Lord  will  siand  with  his  feet  on 
ihe  Mo.int  of  Olives;  that  he  shall 
come  and  all  the  Saints  with  him,  and 
that  in  that  day  there  shall  be  one 
Lord,  and  his  nyme  one,  and  he  shall 
be  king  over  all  the  earth. 

The  revelation  of  John  boars  the 
same  tesiiniony,  saying,  **  The  king- 
doms of  ihi*  World  shall  become  the 
kingdoms  of  our  God  and  his  Christ." 

There  are  many  oiher  Scripture 
illustrations  of  the  same  suliject,  which 
wonld  !se  extremely  interesting  to 
ynur  Majesty  and  to  the  world,  but 
these  must  suffice. 

From  all  tliesa  facts,  so  clearly  set 
forth  in  the  Seripiures,  I  feel  war- 
ranted in  saying  that,  as  sure  as  all 
these  events  have  succeed<^d  each  other 
from  liie  days  of  Nebuchadnezzar  king 
of  Babylon,  uHtil  \h-  days  of  Vicioria 
I.,  on  the  throne  of  Britain,  so 
sure  will  that  portion  be  fulfilled 
which  is  yet  future,  and  which  relates 
to  the  casting  down  of  thrones,  the 
terniinaiion  of  tlie  political  religious 
efrtablisluneiils  of  the  earth,  and  iIiq 
setting  up  of  a  new  and  universal 
kingdnin,  under  the  immediate  ad- 
ministration of  the  Messiah  and  hig 
saints. 

Connected  wiih  the  ushoring  in  of 
this  new  era  will  bo  the  restoration  of 
.Judah  and  Israel  from  their  long  dis- 
persion. They  will  come  home  t9 
their  own  land,  and  rebuild  Jeru- 
salem and  the  cities  of  Judea,  and 
rear  up  the  temple  of  their  God.  Thia 
city  will  be  the  seat  of  empire  for  the 
eastern  world  and  all  the  surrounding 
nations  for  the  next  thousand  years 
at  least.     (See  Zech:iriah  14.) 

This  restoration  will  take  place  by 
a  series  of  miracles,  signs,  wonders, 
revelations,  judgment,  &c.,  which  will 
far  exceed  the  dispensation  of  Moses 
and  the  deliverance  of  Israel  from 
Egyptian  bondage.  (Jeremiah  l6th, 
Ezekiel  20th  ;  Isaiah  llih  ;  Ezekiel 
36ih  to  39th  inclusive.)  With  this 
revolution  ^lU  be  connected  the  re- 
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Burrectlon  of  the  sainls  that  have 
sle[)t.  See  Daniel  xii,  2j  Job  xix, 
25,  -29,  27  ;   Rev,  xx. 

A  pkysical  change  also  awaiis  the 
earth  at  this  time.  Tlie  lUDUniains 
will  be  thrown  down,  the  valleys  ex- 
altt'd,  the  rou^h  places  will  be- 
come smooth  and  the  crooktul  places 
Straijiht,  the  barren  deserts  friiitlul, 
and  the  parched  ground  well  watered 
and  even  the  biasts  of  prey  will  be 
Tvroiio;lit  upon  by  the  spirit  of  God  — 
will  lose  tlieir  thirst  for  blood,  and 
become  perfectly  harmless,  feeding 
on  Tt^getabie  fo<id  only. 

Isaiah  and  oihers  hare  written  up- 
on all  tliese  things  po  extensively  thai 
it  would  be  neeille^s  for  me  to  give 
the  quotations  in  this  place,  Con- 
nected with  this  restitution  will  be 
judLjments  and  sigjiis  in  heaven  above 
and  earth  beneath,  which  will  disiress 
the  nations  by  fumine,  pesiilence, 
BWoril,  tempests,  hail,  eariliqmdjes, 
floods,  and  whirlwinds,  and  whicli 
will  Hnally  terminate  in  a  fire,  as 
fatal  to  all  the  proud  and  them  that 
do  wickedly,  as  the  flood  of  Noah 
and  the  fire  that  fill  upon  Sodom. 
Then,  as  Noah  was  a  survivor  of  a 
world  destroyed,  and  bim-sclf  and  fa- 
mily the  sole  [jropiietors  ot'lhe  earth, 
SO  will  the  saints  of  the  Most  High 
possess  the  earth  and  its  whole  do- 
minion, and  tread  upon  the  ashes  of 
the  wicked.  (See  Isaiah  xxiv,  1st  to 
6lh  ;  Malaciii  last ;  Luke  xxi,  25  to 
3fi ;  Joel  ii.) 

Having  biid  before  your  Majesty  a 
faint  description  of  tltat  great  revo- 
lution which  awaits  the  vvorld,  I  now 
couie  to  the  second  part  of  my  sub- 
ject, viz.  :  — 
THE  TIMIi:  OF  ITS  FULFILMENT. 

The  Apostles  were  in  expectation 
of  its  immedi;tte  fulfilment,  while 
Jesus  was  yet  with  them,  until  lie 
tan;jht  them  better.  Thpy  enquired 
ofbira,  sayinor,  <«  Wilt  thou  at  this 
time  restore  asfain  the  kiiifjdom  of 
Israel  ?"  But  he  answereJ  tliera,  say- 
ing, "  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  tiie 
times  and  seasons  vvliieh  the  Father 
hath  put  in  his  own  power."  As 
much  as  to  say,  that  it  was  no  part  of 


their  mission,,  and  was  not  to  be  ful- 
filled in  iheir  day.  So,  bi  in^  cor- 
rected in  this  thinti,  the  Apostle  Feter 
afterwards  informs  us  (Acts  iii),  that 
the  iieavens  must  rec-^ive  Jesus  Christ 
until  the  times  of  restoration  of  all 
things  spoken  of  by  the  Lord,  by  tha 
holy  prophets,  and  that  at  the  times 
of  restitution  God  would  send  him 
again.  Jesus  himself  speaks  of  this 
simetime  when  he  says,  (Luke  xxi) 
"  Jerusalem  sliall  be  trodden  down  of 
the  Gentiles  ut.iiil  the  times  of  the 
Gentiles  are  fulfilled.  Paul  also  comes 
to  the  same  point  of  lime,  (liomans 
XI ).  "  Blin<lness  in  pHrt  is  happened 
to  Israel  until  the  fulness  of  the  Gea- 
tiles  is  come  iti." 

Tiiese  texts  all  have  an  allusion  to 
one  and  the  sarne  time,  viz.,  the  revo- 
luiiori  of  which  we  have  spoken. 

TiiH  Lord  (Luke  xxi.)  aftei* 
-speaking  of  the  si^jns  of  his  coming 
s-iys,  "  Wiien  ye  see  tiiese  things  be- 
gin to  come  to  pass  then  know  that 
die  kingdom  of  Gud  is  idgh  at  band," 
and  then  says  that  the  generation 
who  are  witnesses  of  tljesa  signs  be- 
iiinning  to  come  to  pass  will  not  pass 
away  till  all  shall  he  fulfilled,  includ- 
ing his  second  coning  and    kingdotn. 

Now  the  kinird xn  of  God  here 
"jpoken  of,  cannot  possibly  allude  to 
the  Uingdoui  of  God  which  was  set 
U[)  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  for 
that  kingdom  was  already  at  hand 
when  the  Saviour  predicted  these 
ti'iiigs,  and  was  set  up  immediately 
after  his  resurrection,  and  without  the 
sign-J,  spoken  of  in  the  21st  of  Luke, 
having  come  to  pa*s.  Therefore  he 
must  have  alluded  to  the  kingdom  of 
which  Daniel  and  others  spoke,  which 
was  to  be  set  up  "  in  the  days  of 
these  Kings,"  aa  represented  by  the 
feet  and  toes  of  the  image  ;  and  it  i3 
well  known  to  your  Majesty  and  to 
all  Christendom  that  these  ten  king- 
doms out  of  the  ruins  of  the  Roman 
enijiire  did  not  arise  until  many  hun- 
dred years  afier  the  days  of  the 
Apostles. 

Let  us  here  enumerate  the  signs 
spoken  of  which  are  to  precede  the 
Messiah's   second    coming,    and  the 
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Betting  up  of  liis  kingdom.  "There 
shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  in  the 
moon,  and  in  the  stars,  and  upon  tlie 
earili ;  distress  ot  nations,  wiih  per- 
plexity— ttie  sea  and  the  waves  roar- 
ing, men's  hearts  failing  them  ibr 
fear,  and  for  looking  after  tliose  things 
which  are  coming  on  the  earth  :  for 
the  powers  of  heaven  shall  be  shaken, 
and  then  slsall  they  see  the  Sou  ot 
Man  conning  in  the  clouds  of  heaven 
with  power  and  great  glory. 

I  beg  leave  bnr(  ly  to  remind  your 
Majesty  that  these  signs  have  for  the 
last  ten  years  been  fulfilling  in  the  eyes 
of  all  people.  I  need  not  here  par- 
ticularize or  point  out  their  fulfil- 
ment, for  passing  events  are  too  no- 
torious to  be  hidden.  I  now  beg  leave 
to  call  the  attention  of  your  Majes- 
ty to  an  important  discovery,  which 
has  poured  a  flood  of  light  upon  these 
Bubjects,  and  which  has  actutdly  re- 
vealed and  demonstrated  that  the 
present  age  is  the  time  of  their  fulfil- 
ment. 1  allude  to  the  discdvery  of 
an  ancient  record  among  the  anti- 
quities of  America,  a  copy  of  the 
translation  of  which  was  lately  pre- 
sented to  your  Majesty  and  another 
to  his  Royal  Highness  Prince  Albert, 
by  Mr,  Briiiliara  Young.  The  dis- 
covery of  this  record,  and  the  things 
connected  with  it,  as  they  are  now 
ushering  in  upon  the  world,  areol 
more  importance  than  any  single 
event  which  has  transpired  in  modern 
times.  The  discovery  of  America  by 
Columbus  300  years  since  opened  a 
new  era  upon  the  world,  and  poured 
a  flood  of  liglit  upon  the  startlint; 
nations.  They  awoke  from  the  clum- 
ber of  ages  and  gazed  with  astonisli- 
ment  and  wonder.  As  ih«  firt^t 
transports  of  admiration  subsided,  h 
spirit  of  enterprise  seized  the  people, 
and  a  new  impulse  was  given  lo  the 
minds  of  men,  which  has  resulted  in 
mighty  changes  in  the  scientific, 
Con)mercial,  and  political  defiart- 
menfs,  and  which  has  mainly  contri- 
buted in  forming  all  the  great  out- 
lines of  modern  character. 

But  it  lemained  for  the  nineteenth 
century  to  open  a  treasure  of  know- 


ledge, and  to  present  to  Ihe  world  a 
discovery  more  extensive  in  its  in- 
formation, more  gloiious  in  its  intel- 
ligence, and  of  greater  magnitude  in 
its  final  bearing  upon  men  and  things, 
tlian  all  the  discoveries  of  Columbus 
and  his  contemporaries.  I  allude  to 
this  ancient  American  record.  By 
this  means  the  history  of  the  past,  in 
relation  to  half  the  world,  has  been 
opened  as  far  back  as  the  confusion 
of  languages  at  Babel.  A  nation 
whose*'  bones  are  dried"  and  whose 
ruined  temples  and  monuments  have 
reposed  for  ages  in  silent,  solemn, 
and  awful  grandeur,  has  now  spoken 
from  the  dust  and  revealed  to  the 
world  their  history,  and  with  it  their 
prophecies  and  their  testimony  of 
Jesus  as  the  risen  Messiah  and  the 
Saviour  of  the  world,  not  of  Asia 
only,  but  of  America  also.  From 
this  record  we  learn  the  astonishing 
fact  that  the  Gospel  was  revealed 
among  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  that 
coniinent,  and  the  risen  Jesus  minis- 
tered in  person  to  them,  setting  in 
order  all  the  offices  and  ordinances  of 
his  kingdom,  and  opening  all  the 
great  outlines  of  his  doctrine,  toge- 
ther with  a  knowledge  of  the  future, 
down  to  the  limes  of  restoration,  of 
vihich  we  have  spoken.  By  this 
means  we  are  enabled  to  come  to  a 
knowledge  of  these  points  of  doctrine 
and  pro[)hecy,  and  to  understand 
cKarly  that  which  has  been  rendered 
obscure  by  coming  down  to  us 
through  the  dark  ages,  robbed  of  ita 
pliiinness  by  priestcraft  and  supersti- 
tion, and  mingled  with  the  traditions 
of  men.  By  this  means  we  are  en- 
abled to  understand  definitely  the 
signs  of  tlie  times,  and  how  and  when 
the  pr.o[>heeies  are  to  be  fulfilled,  in 
relation  to  the  great  revolution  so 
clearly  set  forth  in  this  letter.  And 
by  this  means  we  understand  the  fate 
<of  the  world  and  the  destiny  to  which 
ihe  nations  are  hastening. 

This  ancient  record  was  discover- 
ed in  18-27,  in  Western  New  York, 
in  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  where  it 
had  been  concealed  for  1,400  years. 
It   was  there  deposited  by   a  holy 
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prophet,  whose  nnme  was  Moroni,  in 
order  to  preserve  it,  at  a  time  when 
a  great  nation  was  overthrown.  It 
was  translated  and  published,  in  Eng- 
lish in  1830.  Since  that  tia)e  it  has 
been  a  principal  nneans  in  the  liaiids 
of  God  of  working  a  greater  revolu- 
tion among  men  than  was  ever  known 
in  so  short  a  time.  It  has  given  rise 
to  the  Church  of  Clirist  ot  Latter- 
Day  Saints, which  was  first  organized 
with  six  members  on  tlie  sixth  of 
April,  1830,  but  which  now  numbers 
many  thousands,  bolh  ia  America 
and  Europe. 

.  This  Church  professes  to  hold  to 
the  ancient  order  of  the  Gospel,  as 
revealed  botii  in  the  Bible  and  in  this 
American  record.  They  discard  in- 
fant b;iptisni,  as  an  inveniion  of 
prieslcraft,  and  hold  to  the  baptism 
of  ponilont  believers  for  remission  of 
pins,  and  to  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  in 
tlie  name  of  Jesus  ;  and  to  the  gifts  of 
healing,  prophecy,  miracles,  &c,,  as 
Jesus  lias  promis^ed  in  his  word. 

The  Church  of  the  Saints  thus  orga- 
nized upon  the  ancient  order  and  faith 
once  delivorc d  to  the  saints,  must  grow 
and  flourish,  and  spread  among  all  na- 
tions, and  must  increase  in  faith,  and 
power  and  might,  and  glorv,  until,  a:<i 
a  bride  adorn>i(!  for  her  liusbiand,  she 
is  prepared  for  her  coming  Lord,  and 
for  the  marringe  su;)[)er  of  the  Limb. 

Perha|)s  a  few  words  of  one  of  the 
prophets,  a^  contained  in  this  arteient 
record,  will  serve  to  show  what  is  at 
hand  to  be  fulfilled,  in  pltiner  terms 
tluiii  any  modern  style  of  lantjuage 
can  express.  From  the  57tli  page 
of  the  first  Book  of  Neplii,  as  con- 
tained in  this  ancient  record,  I  extract 
the  following  :  — 

"  The  Lord  will  proceed  to  make 
bare  his  arm  in  the  eyes  of  all  the 
nations,  in  bringing  about  his  cove- 
nants and  his  gospel  unto  those  who 
are  of  the  house  of  Israel.  VVliere- 
fore  he  will  bring  them  again  out  of 
captivity,  and  they  shall  be  gathered 
togetlier  to  the  lands  of  their  inheri- 
tance ;  and  they  shall  be  brouiiht  out 
of  obscurity   and    out   of  darkness  ; 


and  they  shall  know  that  the  Lord  is 
their  Saviour  and  their  Redeemer, 
the  mighty  one  of  Israel.  And  the 
blood  of  that  great  and  abominable 
Church,  which  is  the  whore  of  all  the 
earth,  sliall  turn  upon  their  own 
h.eads,  and  they  shall  be  drunk  with 
their  own  blood.  And  every  nation 
wliieh  shall  war  against  ihee,  O  house 
of  Israel,  shall  be  turned  one  against 
another,  and  they  shall  fall  into  the 
pit  whicl)  they  Jigged  to  ensn-are  the 
people  of  the  Lord  ;  and  all  that  fight 
against  Zion  shall  be  destroyed. 
And  that  great  whore,  who  hath  per- 
verted the  ways  of  the  Lord,  yea,  that 
great  and  abominable  Church,  shall 
tumble  to  the  dust,  and  great  shall 
be  the  fall  of  it.  For  behold  the 
time  Cometh  speedily  that  Satan  shall 
have  no  more  power  over  the  hearts 
of  the  cliildren  of  men  ;  for  the  day 
soon  Cometh  that  all  the  proud  and 
they  who  do  wickedly  shall  be  as 
stubble,  and  tlie  day  cometh  that  they 
must  be  burned.  For  the  time  sooa 
Cometh  that  the  fulness  of  the  wrath 
of  God  shall  be  poured  out  upon  all 
the  children  of  men,  for  he  will  not 
suffer  that  the  wicked  shall  destroy 
the  righteous  ;  therefore  he  wil.1  pre- 
serve the  righteous  by  his  power,  even 
if  it  so  be  thai  the  fulness  of  his 
wrath  must  couje,  and  the  righteous 
be  preserved,  even  unto  the  destruc- 
tion of  their  enemies  by  fire.  Where- 
fore, the  righteous  need  not  fear,  for 
tiiey  shall  be  slaved,  even  if  it  so  be 
as  by  fire.  Behold  I  sny  unto  you, 
that  these  thintrs  nui-it  shortly  come, 
yea,  even  blood,  and  fire,  and  vapour 
of  smoke,  must  come,  and  it  must 
needs  be  upon  the  fiice  of  this  earth; 
and  it  comeih  unto  men  according  to 
the  flesh,  if  it  so  he  that  they  harden 
their  hearts  against  the  Holy  one  of 
Israel;  for  behold  the  ritjhteous  shall 
not  perish  ;  for  the  time  surely  must 
conv,  that  all  who  fi^ht  against  Zioa 
shnllbecut  off.  And  the  Lord  will 
surely  prepare  a  way  for  his  people, 
unto  the  fulfilling  of  the  words  of 
Moses,  whifdi  he  spake  saying,  "A 
prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise 
up  unto  youj  like  unto  rae ;  him  shall 
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you  liPar  in  all  things  whatsoever  he 
shfill  sny  unto  you."  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  tliat  all  tliose  who  shall 
not  hear  that  prophet  shall  be  cut  off 
from  among  the  people. 

And  BOW  I  Nephi  declare  unto 
you,  that  this  propliet  of  whnm  Moses 
spake  was  the  Holy  one  of  Israel, 
wherefore,  he  shall  execute  judgment 
in  righteousness  ;  and  the  rigliieoiis 
need  not  fear,  for  they  are  those  who 
shall  not  be  confounded.  But  it  is 
the  kingdom  of  the  Devil  wliich  shall 
be  built  up  among  tlie  children  of 
men,  whicli  kingdom  is  establii5lied 
among  them  which  are  in  the  flesh  ; 
for  the  time  speedily  shall  come  tliat 
all  the  Churches  which  are  built  up 
to  get  gain,  and  all  those  which  are 
built  up  to  get  power  over  the  flesh, 
and  those  which  are  built  up  to  be- 
come popular  in  the  eyes  of  the 
world,  and  those  who  seek  the  iusls 
of  the  flesli,  and  the  things  of  the 
world,  and  to  do  all  manner  of  ini- 
quily,  —  yea,  in  fine,  all  those  who 
belong  to  the  kingdom  of  the  Devil 
are  they  who  need  fear  and  tremble, 
and  quake  ;  they  are  those  who  must 
be  bronght  low  in  the  dust  ;  they  are 
those  AViio  must  be  consumed  as  slnb- 
ble.  And  tlie  lime  cometh  speedily 
that  ths  righteous  must  be  led  up  as 
calves  ot  the  stall,  and  the  Holy  one 
of  Israel  mu?t  rifgn  in  domitiion, 
and  might,  and  power,  and  great 
glory.  And  he  gathereth  his  children 
from  the  four  quarters  of  the  earth, 
and  he  numbereth  his  sheep  and  they 
know  him,  and  there  shall  be  one  fold 
and  one  slieplu-rd  ;  and  he  shrtll  feed 
his  slieep,  and  in  him  they  shall  find 
pasture." 

I  have  given  the  above  extract  from 
this  ancient  prophecy,  in  order  that 
your  Majesty,  and  the  people  of  your 
dominion,  may  be  aware  of  ftiture 
events  which  are  nigb,  even  at  the 
door. 

I  must  close  this  letter  by  fore- 
warning the  Sovereign  and  people  of 
England,  in  the  most  affectionate 
manner,  to  repent  and  turn  to  the 
Lord  with  full  pur|)ose  of  heart. 
When  I  ?ay  repent,  I  mean  my  mes- 


sage for  the  Lords  and  Nobles,  Clergy 
and  Gentry,  as  well  as  Sovereiu'n  and 
people.  Let  them  deal  their  bread 
to  the  hungry,  their  clothing  to  the 
naked, — let  them  be  merciful  to  the 
poor,  tlie  needy,  the  sick  and  the 
afflicted,  the  widow  and  the  fatherless, 
— let  them  set  the  oppressed  free,  and 
break  every  yoke  ;  and  in  order  to  be 
able  the  more  effectually  to  do  this, 
let  them  dispense  with  their  pride, 
extravagance,  their  luxury  and  excess', 
for  the  cries  of  the  poor  have  ascend- 
ed up  to  heaven,  their  groans  and 
tears  have  ascended  up  before  the 
Lord,  and  his  anger  is  ki?idled, 
and  he  will  no  longer  suffer  their  suf- 
ferings to  go  unnoticed. 

In  short,  let  them  bring  forth  fruits 
meet  for  repentance,  and  come  and 
be  baptised  in  the  name  of  Jesus  for 
remission  of  sins,  and  then  sliall  they 
receive  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  become 
the  Saints  of  the  iV'lost  High,  the 
children  of  light,  and  signs  shall  fol- 
low them  that  believe,  the  sick  shall 
be  healed  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  devils 
shall  be  "Cast  out,  the  deaf  shall 
hear  and  tho  dumb  shall  speak, 
and  the  poor  shall  have  the  gospel 
preached  unto  them. 

Now  if  the  ruler.",  clergy,  and 
people  of  England  hearken  to  this 
messao-p,  they  shall  have  part  in  this 
glorious  kingdom  so  clearly  set  forth 
Tm  this  letter;  but  if  they  will  no6 
hearken  to  the  words  of  the  prophets 
and  apostles,  they  will  be  overthrown 
with  the  wicked,  and  perish  from  the 
earth. 

The  Lord  God  of  Israel  hath  sent 
his  Angel  with  this  message  to  the 
cliildren  of  men,  "  to  them  that  dvyell 
npon  the  earih,  and  to  every  nation, 
and  kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people, 
sayiiiir,  with  a  loud  voice,  fear  God 
and  eive  ylory  to  him  ;  for  the  hour 
of  his  judgments  is  come,  and  wor- 
sliip  him  that  made  heaven,  and  earth, 
and  the  sea,  and  the  fountains  ot 
watfir^." 

With  eentiments  of  profound  res- 
pect, ami  with  the  most  anxious  de- 
sire for  the  welfare  atul  prosperity  of 
the   Sovereign  and    People   of  Eog-

and  presented  to  the  Queen  of  Eng- 
land some  tliirteen  years  afro,  by  an 
Apostle  of  Jesus  Ciirist,  will  yet,  we 
trust,  be  read  wiih  deep  infere-t  by 
the  lover  of  truth  because*  of  the 
clearness  with  which  the  most  deep- 
ly interesii/in^  and  highly  important 
truths  are  sot  forth. 


THIS  GENERATION, 

This  generation  is  a  lying  genera- 
tion. They  lie  against  the  Lord  and 
the  words  of  the  propliets.  Wherein 
do  we  lie  ?  Ye  lie  in  tliat  ye  virtu- 
ally deny  the  most  positive  declara- 
tions of  God's  word.  Tlie  prophet 
Daniel  says,  (2d  cliap.  44)  "  in  the 
days  of  these  Kings  sJiall  the  God  of 
Heaven  set  up  a  Kingdom,  which 
shall  never  be  destroyed  ;"  but  the 
language  of  this  generation  is  that 
God  will  not  do  this,  and  if  any  one 
comes  to  us  deciarintr  any  such  thing, 
we  will  cry  out  false  prophets,  de- 
ceivers, decei.ful  workers,  away  wiiii 
him.  We  have  got  a  kingdom.  We 
need  no  other  kingdom,  and  if  the 
God  of  Heaven  undertakes  any  such 
a  work,  we  will  fiiiht  against  him 
with  all  the  ener<iies  of  our  souls.  His 
servants  we  will  defame,  and  may  be 
we  will  be  able  to  blind  the  minds  of 
the  people,  and  keep  ihem  in  bondage 
to  the  venerable  creeds,  the  ancient 
superstitions,  and  innumerable  false 
notions  of  our  pious  and  holy  chris- 
tian fathers. 

The  prophet  Isaiah  says,  (18th  ch  ) 
that  the  ensign  oi'  this  kingdom  is 
to  be  set  up  on  the  mountains  of  a 
land  "  beyond  the  river  of  Ethiopia," 
(Africa)  that  is,  on  the  American 
Continent.  And  all  the  inijabitants 
of  the  world,  and  dwellers  on  the 
earth,  are  commanded  lo  see  it,  and 


hear  when  the  proclamation  is  made. 
But  what  says  this  generation  ?  Their 
liinguage  is  that  God  will  raise  up 
no  such  ensign,  neither  will  we  look 
and  see  it.  And  if  any  one  declares 
any  such  thing  to  us  we  will  say  that 
he  lies> 

John  says,  in  his  revelations,  (14th  ch, 
6,  7  verses)  '*  I  saw  another  Angel  fly  ia 
the  uiiiist  of  heaven,  having  the  everlasting 
gospel  to  preach  unto  ihein  that  dwell  oa 
the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and  kin- 
dred, and  tongue,  and  people,  saying,  with 
a  loud  voice,  f^ar  God  and  give  glory  to 
Him  ;  for  the  hour  of  His  judgment  is 
come  :  and  worship  him  that  made  hea< 
vet),  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  tlie  foun- 
tains of  waters."  But  ttie  language  of  this 
generatioti  is  God  will  not  send  this  Angel, 
neither  has  He  done  it.  We  iieeil  no  other 
gospel  than  what  we  have,  and  if  God 
should  fulfil,  or  has  fulfilled  this  promise, 
we  will  not  receive  it.  It's  all  «e  can  do 
to  attend  to  the  relitjion  handed  down  to 
us  by  our  fathers ;  but  if  God  will  give 
us  money  enough  v»e  will  s'^on  convert  the 
world  to  our  own  ways,  atnl  establish  a 
Millennium  after  our  own  hearts.  Only 
enlarge  our  Missionary  fund«,  and  we  will 
compass  sea  and  land  to  make  proselytes. 
And  after  we  have  made  them  they  will 
be  pretty  sure  not  to  embrace  the  gospel 
which  God  has  promised  to  send  by  the 
Angel.  But  should  they,  after  all  our 
pains,  be  in  danger  of  believing  the  word 
<jf  God,  and  receiving  that  delusion  call- 
ed iVlormonism,  we  will  tell  them  that  tha 
word  of  God  d<jes  not  mean  what  it  says. 
And  so  in  this  way  we  will  pull  the  cap 
over  their  eyes,  and  make  them  tenfold 
more  the  children  of  the  devil  than  they 
were  before.  Thus  we  will  imitate  ouc 
ancient  fathers  the  tcribes  and  Pharisees, 
and  say,  '•  we  have  Moses  and  the  pro- 
phets"—we  have  the  snyings  of  Jesus  and 
ids  Apostles,  but  as  for  these  deceivers  we 
know  not  whence  they  are. 

Again  Isaiah  says,  (chap.  29 — 18) 
"  And  in  that  day  shall  the  deaf  hear  the 
words  of  the  Book."  But  says  this  gene- 
ration "  we  do  not  believe  it  ;  neither  will 
we.  We  already  have  a  Bible,  and  we 
need  no  more  Bible."  But  notwithstand- 
ing this  opposition  God's  word  is  sure, 
and  His  purposes  will  not  fail.
